THE UNREST IN RUSSIA 


——_—_—_—_— 
What Revolution Would Mean 
For Herself and Europe. 


A WHOLE HEMISPHERE AFFECTED 


English Writer Tells of Momentous 
Consequences of Great Liberal 
Movement In Russia — Landlords 
Dread an Agrarian Uprising—Im- 
mense Strength Which the Empire 
Might Develop In Case of a Real 
Revolution, 


The internal condition of Russia, 4s 
produced or exasperated by the war, is 
by far the most interesting question 
now discussed in Europe and the one 
which presses most closely on all diplo- 
matists, says the London Spectator. 

It is clear that the struggle in the far 
east, though it is not yet over, has de- 
veloped unrest in Russia of a danger- 
ous kind, and all instructed western 
men are watching the direction which 
the danger may take with anticipa- 
tions at once eager and perplexed. 
There are so many conditions to the 
problem that it seems almost insoluble 
by human intelligence, and yet on Its 
solution the immediate future will al- 
most certainly depend. It is not only 
the future of Asia which is at stake, 
but much of the future of Europe. We 
are not talking of the “yellow peril,” 
which may be real or imaginary, but 
of the changes within Europe itself 
which any radical change in Russia 
would involve. A paralysis of that 
great empire which for more than a 
century has hung like a heavy cloud 
on the eastern frontiers of the really 
civilized sections of the world would, 
for example, leave Germany mistress 
of the continent. It might shatter the 
Austrian empire to pieces, for her 
Slay majority would no longer have to 
fear being “‘buried in the Russian mo- 
rass.” It would intensify in a high de- 
gree the quarrel always smoldering be- 
tween the Ottomans and the remnant 
of their Christian subjects, a result of 
which Europe already perceives signs 
in the new arrogance which the divan 
is displaying in the Balkans. The 
Turkish ministers have already ap-

While, however, we perceive this 
clearly, we do not understand so well 
why so many thoughtful men believe 
that the progress of the unrest will be 
fatal to the autocracy or why they are 
80 possessed with the notion that if 
that great cataclysm occurs Russia will 
be weaker for its occurrence. As yet 
all the symptoms point rather to a vast 
jacquerie (a revolt of peasants) than to 
what is commonly known as a revolu- 
tion. From province after province of 
Russia come up stories which show 
that the suspicion of the proprietary | 
class so long smoldering among the 
peasantry is breaking into flame; that | 
chateau after chateau is menaced; that | 
in district after district the landlords 
are sending their families or flying 
themselves for protection to the great 
cities. The plunder to which the re- 
servists so often betake themselves is 
as much an expression of hatred to 
the rich as of desire for a final revel 
and is accompanied in many instances 
by a destruction of property which can 
in no way benefit the mutineers. 

The peasantry, it must be remember- 
ed, are suffering severe economic dis- | 
tress, partly caused by increased taxa- 
tion. They cherish at heart the Asiatic 
idea that “whose is the sweat, his is; 
the soil.” They thought themselves 
cheated in the ultimate result of the, 
emancipation decree, and they have! 
some ground for believing that if they 
rise the central government would 
show itself on their side. It is admit- 
ted by the great landlords themselves, | 
who are promoting the movement of | 
the zemstvos toward greater liberty, 
that one at least of their motives is 
dread of an agrarian revolution as 
sanguinary as that of 1789-93 in France. : 
We do not imagine that the govern-' 
ment would actively aid that revolu- 
tion, though it must be remembered 
that whole classes of the smaller pro-| 


prietors were ruined at a stroke by the | 
decree of emancipation.

woman, I will mark you within 
the next three months, so louk 
out.

Massachusetts statistics just issued 
show a healthy -condition of affairs. 
There were iv the year 1903 in the State 
24,530 more births than deaths, the 
totals being 73,584 birtbs, 49,054 deaths 
and 26,940 marriages. There was an 
increase in one year of 1,365 births, 
1,563 deaths and 1,255 marriages. 


One hundred and twenty-seven dol- 
lars per fire is an extremely low loss 
per fire, but that was the average in 
Quincy last year. It is a record of 
which Chief Williams and the city may 
be proud. Again the Quincy loss was 
less than 84 cents per $1000 of the as- 
sessed valuation and less than 70 cents 
per capita of the population. 


Heavy expenditures per child in rich 
towns and heavy taxes per $1000 in the 
small towos for public schools, is some- 
thing for the Legislature to correct. 
The corporation tax assessed by the 
State affords an opportunity. Unless it 
can be more equitably apportioned 
among the cities and towns where the 
industries are located, it should all be 
retained by the State. Then it might 
not be necessary to levy a State tax up- 
on cities and towns and justice would 
be done the struggling communities. 
The State should not foster tax-dodging 
towns, because it is at the expense of 
the less favored taxpayers who have 
buraens enough of their own.

It 
seemed impossible that any occupant 
of the sleigh could have escaped death. 
Bodies lay alongside the track for a 
distance of 100 ya rreat crim- 
son stains upon the surface of the 
snow told too plainly that some of the 
women had received mortal injuries. 

The bodies of the dead were placed 
upon the train and the injured were 
laid upon improvised cots in the bag- 
gage car. The train then proceeded to 
Hornellsville. Thenews of theaccident 
had been telephoned to the city froma 
farmhouse near the crossing and hun- 
Greds of friends and relatives of the 
unfortunate women were waiting at 
the station. The scenes there were 
heartrending. The dead were at once 
taken to the morgue and the injured 
were placed in ambulances and taken 
to the Mercy hospital. 

Elisha Quick, driver of the second 
sleigh, was badly hurt, but was able 
to make the following statement: 

“I was driving along at a sharp 
canter when I suddenly saw the flash 
of the headlight and heard the ladics 
in the front sleigh call out not to at- 
tempt to cross, The women in my 
sleigh saw the train at the same time 
ard, realizing their peril, began to 
scream anu shriek for help. Their 
cries and the glare of the light so 
frightened the horses that I was un- 
able to stop them anid they sprang up- 
on the track. Whey succeeded in clear- 
ing it, but just as the sleigh was half 
Way across the engin® struck us with 
a terrible crash and 1 remembered noth- 
ing more until I found myself being 
picked up out of the snow. I simply 
could not control my horses.”

| Governor Bell Has Rogers Case | 
Under Consideration

-PERHAM LIED AT TRIAL 


Claim That He Swore Away 
Woman’s Life to Save His Own 
Neck--Law Officers Plead For 
Delay In Inflicting Penalty 


| 


Montpelier, Vt. Feb. 2—Whether 
| Mary M. Rogers, now occupying the 
death cell at the Windsor state prison, 
will die on the gallows next Friday 
afternoon, as ordered by the court in 
| which she was found guilty of murder- 
ing her husband, Marcus Rogers, or be 
| granted a reprieve, while the supreme 
court is petitioned for a new trial, will 
be announced at Waterbury this after- 
noon by Governor Bell. 
| This much was made known by the 
governor at the conclusion of a hear- 
ing given by him. and at which the ex- 
ecutive was urged to grant a stay of 
execution. Governor Bell udded‘that 
the privilege to resign belonged to the 
sheriff and deputies who were among 
; the petitioners. 
The hearing presented the some- 
what unusual spectacle of five officers 
of the law charged with the infliction 
of the death penalty pleading with the 
| governor to delay the consummation of 

their unhappy duties. These officers 
| were represented by Attorney Flinn, 
who read a petition signed by High 
| Sheriff Peck and Deputies Lovell, Spof- 
| ford, Kiniry and McAuley. 

Briefly, Gevernor Bell was asked to 
delay the execution until newly dfs- 

covered evidence could be presented be- 
| fore the supreme court with petition for 
a new trial. The petitioners alleged 
| that Leon Perham. now serving a I/fe 
; sentence for complicity in the crime. 
had recently confessed that he aad lied 
on the stand. swearing away Mrs. Rog- 
| ers’ life to save his own neck from the 
gallows; that Mrs. Kogers was an ac- 


; cessory rather than principal, accord- | 


ing to Perham’s ailegea confession, in 
which he was quoted as admitting that 
he and not Mrs. Rogers administered 
the chlorofor’n; that there was heredi- 
tary insanity in the Rogers family. 
'and that the physical condition of the 
,condemned woman at the time the 
‘crime was committed was such as to 
make her mentally incapacitated. 
When Goverbor Hell opened the pro- 
ceedings at the Pavilion hotel yester- 
| day afternoon 20 persons interested in 
the matter were present. Of this num- 
ber only six addressed the governor. 
Attorney Moloney of Rutland, the per- 
sonal representative of Mrs. Rogers. 
| made a lengthy plea for the woman 
| whose case he has voluntarily taken up. 
In support of his request that the hang- 
ing be delayed, Moloney stated that he 
wished to present to the supreme court 
|certain facts which had come to light 
| since Mrs. Rogers was on trial and 
| which he believed to be of sufficient im- 
portance to secure a new trial. 
Former District Attorney Senter, 
Rev. J. K. Fuller, chaplain of the 
Windsor prison; Rev. P. C. Delaney, 
Mrs. Rogers’ spiritual advisor, and for-

' mer Lieutenant Governor Stanton also | 


addressed Governor Bell, asking that 
a reprieve be granted. 

The only person who appeared in op- 
position to the petitioners was Attorney 
General Fitts, who said that, whilc ihe 
state did not desire vengeance, it did 
want “justice sure and swift.” The 
evidence brought out at the trial was, 
he said, too conclusive to justify the 
governor in granting a reprieve. 

Mrs. William J. Blickensderfer of 
Stamford, Conn., who has been prom- 
inent in her efforts to secure a reprieve 
for Mrs. Rogers, was present during 
the hearing, but neither she nor her 
counsel, Charles McCarthy, addressed 
the governor. 

Persons who have been active in the 
Rogers case are besieged with letters 
and hundreds are received by Governor 
Bell every day, some demanding ex- 
ecutive clemency and others demand- 
{ng that he show no favor toa con- 
demned woman, which he would not 
show to a man under similar circum- 
stances. One of these communications 
was signed “The Black Hand,” and it 
warned the governor that if Mrs. Rog- 
ers eventually secured her freedom, 
she would be put to death by the writer. 


Fisk Would Not Reprieve Her 

St. Johns, Feb. 2.—Former Governor 
Fisk of Vermont, who is attending the 
annual meeting of the North American 
Fish and Game Protective associatiqn 
here, says that he can see no reason 
why Mrs. Rogers saould not die for her 
crime. The question of sex, he said, 
should have no weight whatever in the 
case. “Her crime was a particularly 
horrifying one.” he said, “and the 
woman has been described as the worst 
trpe of criminal.”

care being exercised to get between 
the folds of skin where secretions are 
apt to accumulate. After soaping the 
infant is placed in the bath and the 
soap quickly washed off. This should 
not require more than one or two min- 
utes, though the time may be lengthen- 


ed for the baby to remain in the water | 


as it grows older. After bathing the 
baby should be dried with a soft towel 
and quickly and comfortably dressed. 
After this operation the baby is usual- 


ly ready for breakfast and then a nap. | 


Infants should be kept out of doors as 
much as possible in the daytime, and 
if they are properly clothed there will 
be less possibility of their taking cold

Otbers have regular duties at the police 
station and on the patrol wagon, and 
attendance at court, both district and 
superior, breaks in seriously onto the 
time. 

It should be remembered that there 
are only 21 officers including the chief, 
about one for each 1500 of population. 
Only twelve are night patrolmen, who 
must each protect about 2500 people 
and about $2,000,000 dollars worth of 
property. 

All things considered it is surprising 
that our police force bas been able to 
keep down crime as well as it has, aud 
to apprehend those guilty of crime. 


Drift of Opinion. 

?@The Taunton News thinks that 
the wonderfull sale of Everybody's 
Magazine is evidence that the people 
believe what Lawson is telling them in 
its pages. That hardly follows, for 
while truth is stranger than fiction, the 
latter usually commands the larger 
number of readers. But we are inclined 
to think that the majority of people do 
believe what Lawson has been telling 
them in general, In fact, he basn’t 
told them anything as yet that they 
haven’t known in principle for a long 
while. Everybody knows that the ups 
and downs of stock marked values 
have little or nothing to do with actual 
values of the stocks they represent, but 
that the market is manipulated by 
gigantic interests, And everybody 
knows that those gigantic interests are 
growing larger and more powerful every 
year. Lawson may be emphasizing the 
fact and picturing the possibilities a 
little more strikingly than has been 
done in the past, but he isn’t telling 
the people anything vital in the way of 
news that they baven’t had the oppor- 
tunity for knowing before. And what 
are they going to do about it? Does 
anybody suppose that the people are 
selling off all the stocks and bonds 
they possess, or that they are with- 
drawing their money from the banks 
because Lawson has told them that their 
depusits were being used by Rogers & 
company? There is likely to be a 
little more caution for a while. But 
there will still be suckers in the world 
to be saught by just the same bait as 
has caught them in the past, and in a 
little while after Lawson gets through 
the world wiil be bobbing along just 
the same for all that be has accom- 
plished. —Haverhill Gazette.

Concerning the charge of murder, 
Hoch said: “They ‘are accusing me of 
crimes that are said to have occurred 


| in this country long before I came here 


10 years ago. I will prove by docu- 
mentary evidence that I was in Ger- 
many prior to the time these crimes 
were committed.” 

John Graf of Gensingen, where Hoch 
was reared, was a caller at police head- 
quarters yesterday. He told the detec- 
tives that he was certain he had known 
Hoch in Gensingen, where he passed 
as Jacob Schmidt until he left there, 
about 10 years ago, and came to this 
country as a diamond agent, having lost 
a fortune. Graf declares that if Hoch 
is the same as Jacob Schmidt he was 
married in Germany. 


Coroner Wijl Charge Murder 

Chicago, Feb. 8.—Indictment for 
murder will be asked for by Coroner 
Hoffman against Johann Hoch, the al- 
leged polsoner of many wives. “I can 
say positively fhat the embalming fluid 
injected into the body of Mrs. Marie 
W. Hoch did not contain arsenic,” said 
the coroner. “Arsenic was not a con- 
stituent of any of the drugs adminis- 
tered by the physician who attended 
the woman before her death. More 
than 2% ounces of poison were found 
in the organs. The coroner’s jury will 
doubtless hold Hoch to the grand jury, 
but if it fails to do so I will myself 
hold him under my official prerogative.” 
The inquest will not be held until Hoch 
teaches Chicago next week. 


Murderer Had a Snap 

Santiago, Cuba, Feb. 3—The presi- 
dential pardon of Mariano Corona, edi- 
tor of the Cubana Libre, who killed 
Editor Insua of The Republica, has 
caused intense partisan demonstrations 
here. A large concourse of political 
sympathizers conducted Corona from 
a hospital to hishome. The opposition 
party denounces President Palma’s ac- 
tion in pardoning the slarer after he 
had served less than two years, most 
of which time was spent in compara- 
tive luxury in the hospital. 


Would Give Police More Power 

New York, Feb. 3.—Former Governor 
Odell, chairman of the Republican state 
committee, has endorsed a proposal to 
give power to the head of the New 
York police department to dismiss po- 
licemen. Such dismissals are now sub- 
ject to the review of the courts. Odell 
also expressed himself as opposed to 
frequent transfers of police captains. 


A Cannabalistic Monkey 

Ithaca, N. Y., Feb. 3—Elmer Still- 
well is in a serious condition as the 
result of an attack on him by a pet 
monkey belonging to the Cornell mu- 
seum. The animal tore a long gash in 
Stillwell’s scalp and bit him severely 
on one leg. The monkey was captured 
by by-standers and drowned in a water 
tank.

Manila, Feb. 3.—Governor General 
Wright yesterday visited Cavite and 
held a conference with all the presi- 
Gents of the province. After the con- 
ference Wright announced that the fed- 
eral troops would remain in the dis- 
turbed area until all the bandit La- 
drones have been captured.

THE HOME DOCTOR. 


How Variots Aches and Pains Ma; 
Re Quickly Relieved. 

A very good remedy for relieving 
earache is to fill a little bag of soft 
flannel with salt and make this very 
hot in the oven. Test it against your 
cheek to make sure it is not too hot 
and then apply to the aching ear. 

To prevent discoloration from bruises 
it will be found expedient to apply hot 
water cloths to the injured part and re- 
new frequently until the pain ceases. 

As soon as the barking cough begins 
in cases of croup give one drop of aro- 
matic ammonia in a dessertspoonful of 
water. Repeat every fifteen minutes 
until relief is obtained or until a phy 
sician can be sent for. 

Moistened tea leaves applied to a 
burn will relieve the infammation and 
prevent a scar. 

A teaspoon of ammonia added to a 
footbath of warm water will do much 
to rest tired, burning feet. Soak the 
feet in this water for fifteen minutes. 
Dry, and while the feet are warm and 
moist from the bath rub over them a 
small quantity of vaseline. In the 
morning dust the feet over with French 
chalk. 

To remove a wart pour on it a drop 
of vinegar and then cover it with as 
much carbonate of soda as the vinegar 
will absorb. Keep it on ten minutes 
and repeat the application twice daily. 
In a few days the wart generally drops 
off, leaving only a tiny white mark. 

For burns or scajds nothing is more 
soothing than the white of an egg, 
which may be poured over the wound. 
It is more soothing as a varnish for a 
burn than collodion.

How to Cure Tonsilit 

Inflammation of the throat 
sils is a common coroplaint a ‘ 
seasons of the year. A soothin 1g drink 
for persons so affected is made by boil- 
ing a teaspoonful of isinglass in half a 
pint of milk with half a dozen bruised 
almonds and sweetened to taste. This 
drink has a marvelous effect in reduc- 
ing the inflammation. It is widely used 
but is not commonly 
known in this country. 

How to Know Linen. 

Cotton may be distinguished from 
the linen when one is making pur- 
chases by moistening the tip of the 
finger and pressing it on the fabric 
If it wets through at once it is linen, 
while if any cotton enters into its 
manufacture it will take several sec 
onds to wet through the threads. In 
jinen the threads are more uneven 
than in cotton. This is a good test for 
handkerchiefs. 


How to Mend Gloves, 

Mend kid gloves with fine cotton of 
the same shade, not with slik. When a 
stitch in a seam gives way replace it 
at once. To mend a tear In the kid but- 
tonhole closely round the edges once or 
twice, as the size of the rent may re- 
quire, and then join the edges together. 
Save buttons from discarded gloves to 
replace the lost ones; they often match 
perfectly. 

How to Renovate a Black Bag. 

To renovate a black bag take a table- 
spoonful each of sugar and gin, and 
when the sugar is dissolyed thicken the 
mixture with ivory black, add the yolk 
of an egg, beat all together, then beat 
Stir and apply like a 
kid reviver and leave for over twenty- 
Then polish with 
a soft cloth or a chamois leather. 

How to Remove Indelible Ink Stains. 

To remove indelible ink stains make 
a solution of one-quarter of an ounce 
of cyanide of potassium to one ounce 
of water and apply to the spots. This 
is deadly poison. Ink spots may be 
removed by applying crystals of oxalic 
acid to the spots, steaming over a bowl 
of hot water. This is also poison. 


How to Cure an Inflamed Eye. 


For an inflamed eye use the white of | 


an egg beaten to a froth and add to it 
a tablespoonful of rosewater. Apply 
this on a soft rag and change as often 
as it dries. The effect is most soothing, 
and the ingredients are easily pro- 
cured. 


How to Remove Paint Spots on Glass. 

To treat paint spots that painte rs! 
have left on your panes of glass soak 
in turpentine. If they have been left 
long enough to be very stubborn scrape 
the spots with the edge of a penny. It 
will not scratch as would a knife. 


How to Prevent Colds. 

Put a few drops of eucalyptus oil on 
a handkerchief and smell! occasionally. 
This is excellent for both preventing 
and curing colds. When applied exter- 
nally the vil is good for neuralgia or 
toothache. 


How to Test the Breath. 
To find out if your breath is bad 
hold a hand mirror close to your nose 
and breathe on the glass. Any odor

How to Clean Brass. 

A lacquerer’s recipe for cleaning brass 
that has been successfully tried by an 
experienced housewife is to put the 
brass articles in a pan with sufficient 
boiling water to cover them, first stir- 
ring in a generous lump of soda and 
enough soap to produce a strong lath- 
er. Let the water reboil for a minute 
or two after the brass has been put In, 
see that the article is well rubbed with 
the soapsuds, then lift into another 
pan and pour clean boiling water over 
it. After steeping for a couple of min- 
utes in this rinsing water take out and 
dry carefully. No subsequent rubbing 
or polishing, it is claimed, should be 
necessary. This method is advocated 
for all kinds of lacquered goods and is 
also recommended for ormolu. 


How to Bore Holes In Glass. 

Ordinary glass not extra thick or 
strong may have holes bored through 
it by the following method: Press a 
disk of wet clay upon the glass and 
make a hole through the clay of the 
size desired so that the glass is laid 
bare. Then pour molten lead irito the 
hole, and lead and glass will drop out 
atonce. This method is based upon the 
quick local heating of the glass, where- 
by it sustains a circular crack, the out- 
line of which corresponds to the outline 
of the hole made in the clay. 


How to Freshen Old Lace. 

Often lace has lost its freshness, but 
yet is not sufficiently soiled to require 
washing. It is then a good plan to lay 
it by for a week in tissue paper under 
the pressure of a heavy book or other 
weight, having first well covered the 
soiled parts with calcined magnesia. 
After shaking out the powder the lace 
will appear quite fresh and clean once 
more. 


How to Restore Tan Gloves. 

To restore tan gloves where they 
have become rubbed from handling 
reins put some saffron into one pint 
of soft boiling water and let it infuse 
all night. Next morning wet the leath- 
er over with a brush. The tops must 
be sewed closely to prevent the color 
from getting in. 


How to Bronze Plaster Casts. 

To bronze a plaster cast give it a 
coating of size varnish, let it stand till 
almost dry, then put some metallic 
bronze powder in a muslin bag, dust 
it over the surface, dab it with a linen 
wad and finally, when quite dry, give 
it a coating of oak varnish. 

How to Make Peanut Salad. 

Peanut salad is excellent for the duck 
or game course. Soak one cupful of 
nut meats in olive oil, drain and mix 
with two cupfuls of cut celery and a 
dozen ripe or green olives, pitted and 
minced

Plan For Consolidating Mills Respo nsible, but Not Crim- 


at Fall River 


IT MEANS HIGHER WAGES 


Employers Could Retain Skilled 
Help and Meet Southern Com- 
petition, Now Believed to Be 
at Its Highest Efficiency 


Fall River, Mass., Feb. 3.—It is gen 
erally understood that a plan is on foot 
for the merging of several of the local 
cotton manufacturing corporations, 
for the purpose of meeting southern 
competition, and the feeling is preva- 
lent im financial circles that the mid 
year will not be reached before the 
present discussion evoives practical re 
sults. No promoters are interested in 
what is going on. 

The Massachusetts corporation laws 
now offer all the opportunities for con- 
Lolidation which the companies will re 
quire, and the objections made to a 
combination six or seven years ago, 
when it was proposed to organize un- 
der New Jersey laws, do not hold. 

It is not intended to combine the local 
mills into a trust, but is rather tend- 
ing toward a legitimate result of sav- 
ings to be made in manufacturing and 
in the exploitation of new markets. 

It is desired to be in a position to 
raise wages to a higher level, to retain 
the skilled help needed in operating 


| the plants, and at the same time to put 


themselves at the earliest possible mo- 
ment in a position to meet the compe- 
tition of the south, which is now be- 
lieved to be at its highest efficiency. 

Richard P, Borden, of the firm of 
Jackson, Slade & Borden, who has been 
representing the Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation recently in matters before the 
legislature and elsewhere, was asked 
what he knew about the definite plans 
foreshadowing a consolidation here. 
He said: 

“For two montus there has been a 
rapidly growing feeling that some 
close community of interest was be 
ing formed here to improve the market- 
ing and manufacturing of goods. 

“Four well known manufacturers 
happened to be in my office and they 
talked about it. So far as I know at 
this time, however, there is no definite 
plan agreed on beyond this one. Manu- 
facturers and large stockholders are 
agreed that something ought to be done 
promptly to take better advantage of 
the possibilities that are close to our 
hands. I don’t know who will evolve 
the plan for it. 

“It is a business man’s proposition 
first and last, and I think anyone who 
will bring along the plan will! be kind- 
In my opinion, there is 
no concrete plan in sight as yet.” 


Conspiracy Cases Disposed Of 

Washington, Feb. 3.—The course of 
the government in the postal conspiracy 
cases, as finally determined on, is that 
August W. Machen, Dr. Lorenz, Sam- 
uel A. Groff and Diller B. Groff, under 
sentence of two years’ imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine, and whose application 
for a writ of certiorari was denied by 
the supreme court, shall be taken to 
the Moundsville, W. Va., penitentiary 
at once, and that the other indictments 
against them shall not be pressed until 
after they have served the terms for 
which they are now under sentence. 


Says Syveton Was Poisoned 

Paris, Feb. 8.—The Gaulois pub- 
lishes an interview with Mme. Jules 
Lebaudy, the authoress, and an inti- 
mate friend of the late Deputy Syve- 
ton, in which she positively affirms that 
Syveton was gradually poisoned. Syve- 
ton was found dying in his apartments 
on Dec. 8, apparently from asphyxia- 
tion by gas. On Nov.4Syveton hadcre- 
ated a scene in the chamber of deputies 
by striking Minister of War Andre in 
the face and he was to have been ar- 
raigned for the offense on Dec. 9. The

‘* Neither Godfrey nor McArthar ec 
sidered the condition of the ship tc 
particularly dangerous at this time, 
though the subsequent accident speaks 
for itself. ‘The responsibility for the 
condition of the keel blucks under this 
ship was theirs, and a careful supervi- 
sion ought to have enabled them to dis- 
cover the apparent defect. 

‘This ship was about 162 feet over 
all and 28 feet beam. She had been 
under construction since September, 
1904; was of steel and weighed 350 tons. 
The shores and keel blocks in this first 
instance were put in place under the 
direct supervision of William I, God- 
frey, foreman shipwright, in the same 
manner and care always takea when 


ships of thissizeare to bebuilt. In the 
course of construction it became neces- 
sary, from time to time, to change the 


blocking and shores in order to perform 
such work upon the underboly as may 
have been required. This change inthe 
blocking and shores often was made by 
workmen without autbority and witb an 
utter disregard of the consequences, 

‘* Henry E. Frick, the foreman in 
charge of the ship, while she was under 
construction, certainly was repre heusi- 
ble in permitting keel blocks and shores | 
to be heedlessly removed and replaced 
by workmen who failed to fully appre- 
ciate the dangers liable to follow such 
negligence. 

**At the time of the accident the ship 
was being tested for water tightness. 
This was done by filling alternate com- 
partments with water under pressure, 
procured by the use of a standpipe ex- 
tending five feet or so above the deck. 
This use of water added about 50 tons 
or more to the original weight of the 
ship; raised the center of gravity and 
also must have materially increased the 
tendency of the ship to slide aft, she 
being built upon a slight incline toward 
the shore to facilitate launching. 

I find that the probable cause of the | 
falling down of this ship was this: | 
That by reason of disregarding the im- 
portance of having the keel blocking 
carry the full weight equally distribu- 
ted and permitting a careless removal 
and replacing of the keel blocks, crib- 
bing and shores by unskilled workmen, 
the great bulk of the weight finally 
came upon the shores, thus relieving} 
to too great an extent the weight upon 
the keel blocks and cribbiog where the} 
principal weight should bave been!

SINS OF THE CULTURED! 


W. J. Bryan Tells a University’s 
Alumni What They Are. 


ECHOLARS NEGLECTFUL OF PEOPLE | 


Colleges Educate Minds and Not 
Hearts, Says the Nebraskan—Great- | 
est Indictment Against the Cultur- 
ed Is That They Do Not Use Their 
Powers For Helpful Service—Light | 


of a Better Day Dawning. 


William Jennings Bryan, who recent- | 
ly addressed the Alumni association of 
Syracuse university at New York on 
“The Appeal of Democracy to the Cul- 
tured Classes,” said in part: 

“I have lost no opportunity in recent | 
years to make the acquaintance of the | 
people of the east. Something I said | 
in 1896 was taken not as I intended it. | 
I said something about the ‘enemy’s | 
country.’ After looking at the results | 
of two elections, that was true in a 
sense. But I did not mean it in the 
way it was interpreted. 

“I am not embarrassed in so far as 
Syracuse is denominational in its lean- 
ings, because my mother was a Metho- 
dist and became a Baptist to please my 
father. My wife was a Methodist and 
became a Presbyterian to please me. 
As my father took one and I took an- 
other from the Methodist church, I 
have made up for it by attending a 
Methodist church near my farm for two 
years. | 

“I have always liked the friendliness 
of the Methodist church, and there is a 
doctrine in the Presbyterian church 
that I do not like, and that is the one 
of election. I have bad a good deal of 
trouble about that, both religiously and 
otherwise. | 

“But 1 have seen a light through the | 
controversy of a southern Presbyterian | 
and Methodist, both colored parsons. 
The Presbyterian explained it to my 
satisfaction, saying that there was vot- 
ing going on all the time. The Lord | 
was voting one way and the devil an- | 
other, and whichever way the individ- | 
ual voted the election went. 

“The pleasure I have in meeting you 
is that I bear a message to you. ‘De- 
mocracy’s Appeal to Culture’ is my 
theme. I do not speak in a partisan 
sense. | 

“I would speak to you of culture on 
behalf of the people at work—the com- 
mon people, if you will. That is not 
a term of reproach. The uncommon 
people are not so important as they 
think they are. The common people

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“HISTORIC QUINCY. 


Pilgrimages Almost Daily to the 
City of Presidents. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is gives below. 

BIRTHPLACE OF PRESIDENTS. 

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and cecond President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 avd restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Pawwotic societies admitied free although con- 
tribations are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping heuse open and in repair. Small fee 
a-ked the genera! public. 

Buthpiace of Jubn Quincy Adams, the sixth 
Pre-ideat of the United States, junction of 
Frankfia strect, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenuc. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afterneons from 2 to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. | 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
eock strecia. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the Caty of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and bis 
men of Wymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 3, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penna hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 


BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. {n auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, ere mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, aud their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincey. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occ upied by 
descendants.

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to | 
drive his cows to pasture. 

SQUAW ROCK. } 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect Head ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Ion. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish aud his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 


rial Hatl which is the public 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mra. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton orected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and tho polishing miils where gr 
is polished.

They 
said that they would pay the money 
i1 I went down to the office, but I never 
went. 

“I telephoned to Mr. Woerz that I 
was the man that held him up and told 
him that he needn't bother going around 
trying to identify people who had been 
arrested.

LIGHTSHIP 66 IS ASHORE 


Stuck Fast In Blockade and 
Disabled In Buzzards Bay, 
Which Is 
to Side--Nantucket Isolated 


Frozen From Side 


Boston, Fell. 7.—Nearly all of the 
smaller ports on the New England 
coast between Passamaquoddy and 
Narragansett bays are closed tightly 
with ice, while the larger herbors, in- 
cluding Boston, Portsmouth, N. H., and 
Portland, Me., and Providence, are 
filled with huge floating cakes that im- 
pede and endanger navigation. 

The southeast storm and rising tem- 
perature that prevailed yesterday 
caused a temporary lifting of the ice 
embargo at many of the closed ports, 
but last night the wind changed to the 
northwest, a cold wave is approach- 
ing and it is expected that today will 
bring about conditions even worse than 
those that have existed for the past , 
few days. 

The most notable feature of the ice 
blockade has been the experience of the 
government lightship No. 66 in at- 
tempting to force a passage from New 
| Bedford to her station on Nantucket 
shoals. The vessel stuck fast in the 
jice Sunday and yesterday was forced 
ashore near Dumpling rocks in Buz- 
zards bay. The gunboat Hist was dis- 
patched from Newport to her assist- 
ance, and after a hard fight against 
the heavy floes got within 200 yards 
of the disabled vessel last night. An | 
attempt will be made to float the light- | 
ship and free her from her ice prison | 
today. 

Not for nearly 60 years have such 
conditions been known in Buzzards 
bay as at present. The bay is frozen 
from side to side and almost the entire 
distance from New Bedford to the 
Elizabeth islands. The upper part of 
the bay is completely closed to naviga- 
tion and the lamps at three light- 
houses have been extinguished. 

At Nantucket the residents of the 
island believed when the temperature 
rose yesterday and the southerly wind 
drove the ice away from the island and 
opened a passage to the jetties that 
the end of the embargo was near at 
hand, but last night the temperature 
fell, the wind changed to the north, 
and once again the icy phalanx bore 
down on the island, promising a pro- 
longed blockade. 

Part of the ice in Vineyard Haven 
harbor moved out, carrying with it two | 
schooners and eight barges. The 
schooners were forced ashore, but 
sustained little damage. Tugs broke 
the ice from about the barges in or- 
der to relieve the strain on the anchor 
chains. 

A channel was opened in Newport 
harbor by the Jamestown steamer, and 
through this passage launches were 
enabled to make their trips from the 
city to Fort Adams and the govern- 
ment torpedo station. 

The northwest wind last night broke 
up the ice in Narragansett bay to some 
extent and this drift was forced down 
the bay, either into Newport harbor 
or out to sea. 

Navigation in Boston harbor is im- 
peded by floating ice, but the immense 
fields and fioes that have blockaded | 
many other harbors have not appeared 
here. 

Practically all the Maine ports east 
of Portland are ice-bound and shipping 
is at a standstill. 

The weather indications are not 
favorable for an early lifting of the 
embargo. 


Big Jam In the Penobscot 

Bucksport, Me., Feb. 7.—The Penob- 
scot river is entirely closed to naviga- 
tion by anice jam extending from 
shore to shore between Fort Point and 
the mouth of the Orland river. The ice 
is packed solidly four to ten feet above 
the water and shows no signs of weak- 
ening. The situation» at Belfast, 
Castine and in the Eastern bay re- 
mains unchanged, all being frozen over. 


Exposed to Fury of Storm 

Blackwood, N. J., Feb. 7.—Dr. Elijah 
Catten of New York is at the homeof 
Joseph Wood with both hands and feet 
so badly frozen that it may be neces- 
sary to amputate them. Dr. Catten 
was visiting friends at Mount Ephraim, 
and while going to the railroad station 
lost his way in the snow.

Dr. O. C. Cobb was summoned, 
and after an iffestigation announced 
that Porter had not received a burn 
nor inhaled any flames, but had suf- 
fered some sort of an injury in the 
stomach, the nature of which could not 
be immediately determined, though 
that doctor said later that the injury 
might have been caused by an assault. 
It is thought that Porter will recover. 

No light could be thrown upon the 
origin of the fire, although one theory 
was that a lace curtain had come in 
contact with a gas light. 


Police Trying to Probe Mystery 

Revere, Mass., Feb. 7.—The local po- 
lice are exerting every effort to pene- 
trate the mystery which they believe 
surrounds the death of Joseph Paccardo, 
who died as a result of a fractured 
skull and numerous cuts and bruises. 
The police believe that Paccardo was 
murderously assaulted. The injured 
man before death insisted that he was 
the victim of an accident, but gave no 
particulars. The pou.uce discredited the 
statement. 


High School Building Burned 

Hardwick, Mass., Feb. 7.—The high 
schoo! building, in which was also lo- 
eated the Hardwick free library, was 
burned last night, entailing a loss of 
$20,000. There is no fire department in 
the town and the bucket brigade which 
was improvised was powerless to pre- 
vent the destruction of the building, al- 
though it saved the Congregational 
church and other buildings in the 
jwicinity. 


Accident Was Far-Reaching 

Portsmouth, N. H., Feb. 7.—A break 
in the machinery at the pumping sta- 
tion of the city water department 
necessitated shutting off the water 
supply of the city and as a result the 
power station of the New Hampshire 
Traction company was forced to dis- 
continue operations. All electric cars in 
six cities were stalled. This city was 
in darkness foxy many hours. 


Trusted Bookkeeper Arrested 

Boston, Feb. 7.—Dennis H. Carroll, 
81 years old, was arrested last night, 
charged with the embezzlement of 
$4610 from the firm of Jordan-Marsh, 
of whom he has been a trusted employe 
for several years. Carroll worked in 
the bookkeeping department of the 
store and his alleged peculations ex- 
tended over a period of three months. 


Nashua Savings Bank Dividend 

Nashua, N. H., Feb. 7.—Assignee 
Luce of the Nashua Savings bank be- 
gun this morning the payment of a 5 
percent dividend to depositors. This 
dividend, the amount of which is $130,- 
000, will make 90 percent of their say- 
ings that has been paid to depositors 
since the bank failed in 1895. 


Steamer Struck a Rock 

New London, Conn., Feb. 7.—Steam- 
er City of Worcester, which has been 
laid up for some time as a reserve boat, 
has been called into service on account 
of the disabling of the Fall River 
treight steamer City of Fail River, 
through striking a rock in East river, 
New York. 


Believer In College Heroes 

New York, Feb. 7.—Professor Hunt- 
ington of the faculty of Colgate uni- 
versity, at a dinner of the New York 
Alumni association of Colgate last 
night, referred to the criticism of 
President Eliot of Harvard that foot- 
ball developed college heroes which 
Eliot did not think best for a college's 
good. Professor Huntington said he 
thought the contrary was true and com- 
mended the college hero idea. 


Bat Masterson’s New Job 

New York, Feb. 7.—United States 
Marshal Henkel announces the ap- 
pointment of W. D. Masterson, known 
as “Bat” Masterson, as deputy marshal 
for this district. Masterson was sheriff 
of Ford county, Kan., in the old “bad 
man” days and made a reputation for 
dealing with lawless characters with 
a stern hand, Masterson’s appoint- 
ment was made on the personal re- 
quest of Presi dent Roosevelt. 


Good “Services Appreciated 

Washington, Feb. 7.—Secretary Mor- 
ton*has notified Chief Harris of the 
bureau of supplies and accounts that, 
although his statutory retirement will 
occur on March 10 next, it is the navy 
department's wish that he remain at 
the head of the bureau for at least a 
year after that date in recognition of 
his excellent administration. There 
were five applicants for his position.

I ran away from wy 
studies and became a draftsman’s 
apprentice; ran away from him and 
entered the workshop of a painter of 
saints’ images; then I served on 
steamer as a cook’s boy; then I became 
a gardener’s assistant. 

“After my fifteenth year I felt a pas 
sionate wish to learn, in pursuance of 
which I betook myself to Kasan under 
the impression that knowledge would 
be imparted free to all who desire it. 
It turned out, however, that this wa 
not the case, so I went to work in a 


pretzel bakery at a salary of 

rubles a month. Of all the kinds of 
work I have tried this was the hard 
est. In Kasan I came into relations 
with the ‘lost people’ and lived long 


with them. 

“I worked on the places on the Vol- 
ga, now as a woodchopper, now as a 
porter, and during this time read every 
book I could lay my hands on, which 
various kind people supplied me with. 
I got along very badly and in 1888 
even tried to kill myself by shooting a 
bullet into my body. I lay a long time 
in the hospital, but finally recovered 
and went into the apple trade.”

One of Finland’s Highest Of- 
ficials Is Assassinated 


AN ERA OF TERRORISM 


Crime of Political Character Be- 
lieved to Be Its Precursor-- 
Campaign Recently Planned 
In Berlin to Be Carried Out 


Helsingfors, Finland, Feb. 7.—Soisa- 
lon Soininen, procurator general of 
Finland, who before he was ennobled 
was known by the name of Johnsson, 
Was assassinated by a young man 
whose identity up to the present time 
The assassin 


and Soininen’s son were both wounded 
in a revolver duel following the kill- 
ing. The motive of the crime appar- 
ently was purely political, the slain 
cflicial being a prominent member of 
the government party. 

The murderer appeared at the pro- 
curator’s residence and sent in a card 
bearing in French the name of Alex- 
ander Gadd, who is in the Russian 
service. The young man, who was 
dressed in an officer's uniform, was ad- 
mitted to the official’s private study 
and, on his entrance, fired four shots 
from a revolver, one of the bullets 
piercing the breast of Soininen, who ex- 
pired almost immediately. 

His 17-year-old son, hearing the 
shots, rushed in from an adjoining 
room and fired at his father’s assailant, 
whose right leg was broken below the 
knee by a bullet. He was also slightly 
wounded in the shoulder and in a 
finger of the left hand. The assassin 
fired the one bullet remaining in the 
revolver at Soininen’s son, wounding 
him slightly in the calf of hig right leg. 
He then endeavored to escape, but 
fell unconscious to the floor in the 
ante-room, where he was seized. 

The assassin is in a hospital guarded 
by police, answering no questions and 
evidently unconscious. The man’s re- 
covery, however, is thought to be cer- 
tain. Up to the present the authori- 
ties have been unable to identify him. 
He is apparently between 25 and 30 
years of age. 


The news of the assassination of 
Soininen is not generally known in 8t. 
Petersburg, but may be expected to 
produce an immense sensation when it 
becomes public, as it will be regarded 
as the precursor of an era of terrorism 
for which the recent events throughout 
Russia gave the signal. The present 
circumstances in Finland render it al- 
most certain that the crime is of a 
political character and of the same 
nature as the assassination of Count 
Bobrikoff, the governor general of 
Finland, in June of last year. 

The Russification of Finland has 
been meeting with great opposition and 
creating much bitterness, especially 
since the formation of the party of ac- 
tive resistance, which was recruited 
from the bolder spirits of the original 
party of passive resistance and to which 
the perpetrator of this latest crime 
probably belongs. 

At the conference of revolutionary 
parties of Russia in Berlin last No- 
vember a program for general con- 
certed action was drawn up, and the 
assassin of Soininen undoubtedly was 
in touch with the dissatisfied element 
throughout Russia. Asa matter of fact, 
never before in the history of the em- 
pire have events of an anti-govern- 
mental nature been in closer connec- 
tion, as has been shown by the uni- 
‘versal spread of the strike movement; 
and the assassin of Soininen, though 
principally inspired by the grievances 


, of the Finnish nationalists, undoubted- 


ly was also spurred on by the use of 
troops against the strikers. 

Little is known regarding the mur- 
dered official, but as procurator gen- 
eral he was the advisor of the Finnish 
senate, which incurred the enmity of the 
anti-Russian parties on account of its 
alleged subserviency to the process of 
Russification, and Soininen undoubted- 
ly was selected as the representative 
and responsible victim. 

Where the next terrorism will be at- 
tempted it is impossible to predict, but 
it will be expected in any one of the 
several quarters of the vast Russian 
empire. Thinking men of al! parties 
have expected a manifestation of this 
nature ever since the eventful Sunday, 
Jan. 22, terrorism being the obvious 
measure for the revengeful to adopt.

Disaster Occurred Five Miles 
From Mainland During Fierce 
Blizzard--Survivors Had Ter- 
rible Battle For Existence 


| 


Halifax, Feb. 8.—During a howling 
gale and blinding snowstorm which 
swept the Nova Scotia coast the ocean 
steamer Damara of the Furness line 
ran on the rocks at Musquodoboit, 30 
miles east of Halifax, and is believed 
to have foundered with the loss of many 
lives. 

The first officer of the ship, with 18 | 
of the crew, escaped in one of the life- 
boats and landea at Pleasant point, 
after a terrific struggle with wind and 
sea. Captain Gorst, master of the Da- | 
mara, with four passengers and the 
balance of the steamer’s crew, left the 
vessel in another lifeboat and have not 
been heard of since, and it is feared 
that they have perished. 

The occupants of the boat which 
reached shore were utterly exhausted 
and many of them frost-bitten, having | 
had a harrowing experience, battling | 
for hours in an open boat against tem- | 
pestuous seas on a rock bound coast, 
with the darkness of a winter night, an 
arctic blizzard and the thermometer 
10 degrees below zero, to increase the 
terror of their situation. 

They landed some time during the 
day and reached the telegraph office at 
Musquoacboit harbor last evening, 
from whence they wired the first intel- | 
ligence of the disaster to the agents of | 
the Furness line at Halifax, to which | 
port the Damara Was bound. 

The survivors’ story is that the steam- | 
‘er struck about 2. o'clock yesterday 
morning, when the blizzaré was so | 
thick that it was impossible to see a| 
ship's length ahead. How the steam- | 
er got so far out of her proper course | 
they cannot imagine. The ship struck | 
without warning, on what proved to be 
Musquodoboit ledge, and smashed an } 
immense hole in her bow, through which 
the sea poured in torrents. The shock | 
of the impact shivered the vessel from | 
stem to stern, waking everyone on | 
| board and huge breakers swept the 
vessel fore and aft. The damage was | 
evidently so great that the 


lifeboats | 
were immediately ordered over the side 
and in these all hands were placed. 
It is believed that the steamer must 
have quickly foundered, and small hope 
is entertained by the survivors of the

Man Once High In Public Office 


Declares That He Innocent 
and That Man Who Caused 
His Dowrfall Will Have to 


Answer For It 

Washington, Feb. 8.—August Ww. 
Machen, the former head of the entire 
free deiivery system of the postoffice 
department and the foremost figure 


among the officials, politicians and con- | 


tractors indicted asa result of the 
postal investigation, and Diller H. 
Groff aud Samuel A. Groff, both of 


this city, convicted in connection with 
the promotion of a letter box fastener 
scheme, left Washington with a party 
11 other convicts for the Mounds- 
ville, W. Va., penitentiary last night, 
to serve a sentence of two years’ 
prisonment. 

The three 


prisoners, who bad sur- 


rendered to the United States marshal | 


early in the day, spent part of the after- 
noon in the jail here and were taken 
from there to the railroad depot in a 
carriage, accompanied by a guard. The 
men were placed in a special car which 
was attached to the regular night train 
for the west. All three were hand- 
cuffed. Machen occupied a seat in the 
ear alone, while the Groff brothers 
were linked together by their hand- 
cuffs. There were four guards, one 
remaining all the time at each end of 
the car. 

The three postal prisoners had a 
corner of the car to themselves. Oc- 
cupying other seats in front of them 
were 11 negro criminals. None of 
Machen's relatives was at the depot to 
see him off, but a large number of 
friends greeted him and some pledged 
their readiness to supply him with 
money if he needed it. Groups of 
curious spectators were gathered at the 
depot. 

Machen, in an interview just before 
he left, said: 

“I have made a good fight and was 
courageous to the last. I am now fac- 
ing the inevitable and will take the 
consequences witl§ bravery, 
and philosophy. I expect to be in 
Moundsville for 20 months, reducing the 
two years’ sentence to this time by 
good bebavior. I have no intention, 
at this time, of asking fora pardon. I 
wish to thank all my frieuds + he have 
stood by me and believe in me in this 
trouble. I am innocent; my friends 
know that I am innoc «nt, .nd time will 
show that the man who put me here 
will have to answer for what he has 
done. I wish to add that there is not 
a word of truth in the statement that 
I made an effort to get a Pullman car 
to go in or to take my relatives with 
me on this trip. If there was anything 
done it was only to obtain for me and 
for the Groffs the same privileges as 
were accorded J. M. A. Watson, and 
evidently these similar privileges were 
refused.” 

Watson, who is now serving a term 
at the Moundsville penitentiary for em- 
bezzlement, having been taken there 
last Saturday, went there in a Pullman 
ear, having paid his own expenses and 
that of his guard. : 

Machen said that he had spent prac- 
tically all of his money in his defense; 
that he never had owned any real 
estate in his own name and therefore 
had none to transfer. He said that to 
liquidate the fine of $10,000 which he 
also was sentenced to pay he would 
take the oath of insolvency and spend 
one more month in the penitentiary. 
He said that his money was so much 
exhausted that his brothers and 
brothers-In-law would have to take care 
of his family. Machen added that he 
expected he would be assigned to 
clerical work in the penitentiary. 

According to a dispatch received by 
District Attorney Beach from Attorney 
Kumler of Toledo, counsel for Dr, 
Lorenz, the latter continues ill, but his 
physicians think that he will be able 
to be removed to Moundsville within 
three or four days. Beach, meantime, 
is awaiting the report of the inspector 
who was wired to ascertain the coudi- 
dition of Lorenz and report immediately.

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New England Coast Partially 
Relieved From Embargo 

Boston, Feb. 8—The ice embargo 
which has been in force at most of the 
ports along the New England coast for 
the past four days has been partially 
raised. A high northwest wind blew 
all day yesterday, driving the ice be- 
fore it out into the open sea.

ARIZONA IS ELIMINATED 


Indian Territory Made a Part. 
of Oklahoma--No Liquor to Be— 
Sold Within the State For | 
Period of Twenty-One Years 


Washington, Feb. 8.—After a con- 
tinuous sitting of almost nine hours, 
the senate at 8:45 o’clock last night 
passed the joint statehood bill. As 
passed, the bill provides for the admis- 
sion of the states of Oklahoma, to be 
composed of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, and New Mexico, according 
to the present boundaries, with Arizona | 


The long session was cae 
by exciting incidents and many sur- | 
prises. Beginning promptly upon the | 
convening at 12 o'clock, the senate pro- 
ceeded to consider the various amend- 
had been suggested by 
the committee on territories and which | 
had been passed over. One of the first | 
of these taken up was the amendment 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in what is now Indian Territory 
for the next 10 years, and this was dis- | 
placed with a substitute which ex-| 
tended the amendment to the entire 
state for a period of 21 years and which 
was adopted. 

The first surprise of the day came 
when the committee accepted Mr. For- 
aker'’s amendment providing for a sep- 
arate vote by each of the territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico on the con- | 


stitution to be adopted by the pro-| 
posed state of Arizona. That pro- 


vision had scarcely been made a part 
of the bill when Mr. Bard presented an | 
amendment which provided for the ad- 
mission of New Mexico as a state with- 
out the addition of Arizona. 

This amendment proved to be the} 
point around which all the subsequent | 
proceedings of importance revolved. It 
was at first adopted by the close vote 
of 42 to 40. This vote was taken while 
the senate was sitting in committee of 
the whole, and was reversed in the sen- 
ate proper by the tie vote of 38 to 38. 

Subsequently the senate decided, by 
a vote of 38 to 36, to entirely diminate 
New Mexico and Arizona from the bill, 
and this result had hardly been an- 
nounced when Mr. Bard, in slightly 
changed form, renewed his proposition | 
for the admission of New Mexico as a 
state, and this prevailed by the vote of | 
40 to 37. Mr. Beveridge, in charge of | 
the bill, moved a reconsideration of the 
vote, but the motion was laid upon the | 
table by a vote of 39 to 38. The effect 
was to eliminate Arizona from the bili! 
and to establish a state of New Mex- 
ico and another of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory. In this form the bill 
passed. 

The defeat of the Bard amendment 
in the senate after it had been adopted 
in committee of the whole gave rise to 
Mr. Bailes 
intimated that there had been a “trade” 
regarding the adoption of an amend- 
ment adding a portion of Arizona to 
Utah. 

The Mormon question also received 
an alring during the day. While the 
provision for the separate admission of 
New Mexico was under consideration, 
Mr. Burrows, chairman of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, an- 
nounced his opposition to the bill, and 
stated that it was due to the practice 
of polygamy in that territory to such 
an extent that he considered it unwise 
to take the administration away from 
the federal authorities. The Dill

Commissioner Knowlton’s 
Annual Report. 


Had Appropriation of 
$149,264.98. 


Where Improvements Were Made. 
Some Recommendations. 


Charles F. Knowlton, in his anoual 
report for 1904 as Commissioner of 
Public Works, says in part. The City 
Council passed 59 orders, carrying ap- 
propriations aggregating $149, 264.93,all 
of which have been faithfully carried 
out as specified. They were as follows, 
there being balances unexpended on all 


except clerical services and _ street 
watering: 

Bridges, culverts and drains $2,500.00 
Removal of snow 8,300.00 
Street lighting 21,600.00 
Advertising and printing 150.00 
Clerical services 780.00 
Repair of Public Buildiugs 6,500.00 
Highway Maintenance 23,500.00 
Highway Receipts 2,771.24 
Street watering 6,800.00 
Water Maintenance 11,000.00 
Water Construction 15,000.00 


Receipts from water services 11,616.75 
Sewer Maintenance 1,500 

The special appropriations amounted 
to $37,246.95, of which $33,738.85 was 
expended leaving a balance of $3,508.- 
10. 

The special appropriations of 1903 
expended iu 1904 amounted to $7,800.93 
leaving a balance of $433.19. 

All brooks and waterways have been 
cleaned at a cost of $400; repairs to 
Fore River bridge $300; replanking of 
Neponset bridges $1,069.01. 

New basins and drains have been 
constructed on Willard, Goffe, Sea, 
Granite, Phipp:, Whitwell and Saga- 
more streets, Sea avenue and High 
School avenue. 

It would be of great advantage to 
join with the Metropslitan Park Com- 
mission in laying the Furnace Brook 
culvert while they are building the 
boulevard across Willard street. 

We now have 35 snow ploughs to take 
care of the 125 miles of street. 

The street lighting has been very 
satisfactory as the police officers report 
daily any lights that are not satis- 
factory. We now have 164 arc lights, 
579 incandescent, and 16 gas lamps. 
This is gain of twoarc and 51 incandes- 
cent lights, and a loss of 51 gas lamps.

In addition there was a_ special 
appropriation of $1,500 for heating 
plants at the Massachusetts Fields and 
John Hancock school buildings and 
slating roof of City Hall, 

The appropriation for highways was 
$23,500. In 1900 with a valuation of 
$20, 195,689 and 72 miles of streets the 
appropriation equaled $3.48 per mile. 
In 1904 with a valuation of $20,748,078 
and 75 miles of streets the appropria- 
tion equaled $3.12 per mile. This was 
less than six cents per lineal foot for 
cleaning streets and gutters, repairs, 
sidewalks and edgestones, etc, 

Extensive repairs bave been made on 
Willard, Goffe, Centre, Liberty, Han- 


cock, School, Sea, Fravklion, Beach, 
Bigelow, Bennington, Adams, Water 
and Cupeland streets. 4,875 tons of 


broken stone have been quarried and 
broken at the South street crusher, and 
1700 tons have been purchased. The 
$1,500 allowed by the Metropolitan 
Sewer board toward resurfacing Sea 
street was expended principally on the 
lower end from the Willows to the 
steamboat landing. 

The streets accepted during the year 
were Sea avenue, Edison Park road,

- During the year, 47 permits were issued 


for street openings, etc., 30 new street 
signs were erected, and old ones re- 
paired. An effort should be made to 
induce the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission to extend the State highway on 
Quincy avenue as faras Scammell street. 

Of the special appropriations, $6,000 
was expended in paving Willard street; 
$1,500 for edgestones and gravel side- 
walk on the east side of Willard street 
from Robertson street to the Milton 
line; $2,700 for edgestones and gravel 
sidewalk on Whitwell street; $3,000 for 
widening the easterly end of Goffe 
atreet; $1,500 on Sea avenue; $300 on 
Edison Park road; $400 on Edwin 
street; $400 fur Furnace brook retaio- 
ing wall; $1,115 for three police signal 
boxes; $10,000 for heatiag the Willard 
school; and $400 for AUantic hose 
bouse, 

The work under the appropriations 
of $600 for public scales and $3,000 for 
Mt. Wollaston cemetery wall are not 
yet completed. 

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 

The 22 miles of sewer under control 
of this department have been flooded 
once a monvth and cleaned once a year. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

The amount collected for water during 
the year was $96,819.30 of which $3,- 
018.19 was on the 1903 assessmeut, leav- 
ing only $106.50 uncollected Dec. 31, 
1904, 

The number of feet of pipe laid was 
33,773 of which 16,309 was for street 
mains, making the total length of street 
mains 516,759 feet or 97.87 miles. 

During the year 237 taps were made 
for services at a cost of $11,712.17, of 


which the cost to consumer was 
$8,966.26 and to the city $2,74 .94. 
Sixteen meters were set and 27 


bydrants put in, and seven renewed, 
making the total number of hydrants 
661. 

Fifty gates were set and five renewed, 
making the total number in use 1,199. 

Thirty-seven old services were re- 
newed, 49 leaks repaired in the main 
pipe, and 22 in the service pipes. 

The total amount of bonds issued 
from year to year for water is $1,032, - 
000. The amount paid $326,500 leaving 
outstanding $705,500,

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Wreck Survivors 


COURAGE OF A WOMAN 


Encouraged Men While They 
Fought For Twelve Hours to 
Make Land In Open Boat and 
Thermometer Two Below Zero 


Halifax, Feb. 9.—After battling for | 
12 hours in an open boat with the tem- 
perature 2 below zero, and a mighty 
gale lashing the sea into foam, Captain 
Gorst, three passengers and 10 of the 
crew of the ill-fated steamer Damara 
have reached Pleasant Point in safety, 
after a most thrilling experience. 

The news of their safe arrival only | 
reached Halifax yesterday afternoon, 
and came by telephone from Musquodo- 
boit harbor, which is 12 miles distant 
from the point where they made the 
landing. The roads are blocked with | 
four feet of snow and travel is also 
Impossible. The news was brought to 
Musquodoboit by one of the crew who 
landed in the first boat. He wired the 
agents here that Captain Gorst and the 
others in the second lifeboat, which had 
been reported missing, had reached 
Pleasant Point just before dark Tues- 
day evening. Theseaman reported that 
all in the captain's lifeboat were bad- 
ly frostbitten and exhausted, some of 
them being so benumbed from the cold 
that they had to be lifted from the boat. 

It was an awful task in reaching the 
shore, breakers all around them, and the 
icy surf beating over their almost limp 
forms. They had been exposed to the 
same terrible experiences as the first 
boat, but the weather was much worse. 
They were encased with thick ice from 
head to foot and had to be dragged by 
main force from the craft that had , 
borne them through the icy waters. 
They were taken into the hospitable | 
houses of the people and made as com- 
fortable as possible, but whether all 
will survive the effects of the ordeal is 
not known. 

Mrs. Prowse, the woman passenger 


| who was in this boat, bore up under the 


trying ordeal wonderfully well and en- 
dured the great hardship with forti- 
tude. She encouraged the men when 
they became almost overcome from the 
cold and t‘eir constant work at the oars. 
They were so fatigued that they could 
not force the boat through the surf, and 
the men on shore had to wade out and 
drag the boat in. 

The seaman reported that Captain 
Gorst said the Damara foundered at 10 
o'clock on Tuesday morning. They had 
stood by her for six hours in the life- 
boat, and it was only when the steamer 
plunged into the raging sea that they 
pulled away. Previous to the founder- 
ing of the steamer the seas were break- 
ing clean over her and tossing her 
like a toy from one side to the other. 
The water in her hold caused her to 
roll with the action of the waves, ani 
just at the hour of 10 her decks were 
awash and she went down bow first. 

None of the survivors are in condi- 
tion to leave Pleasant Point and it will 
be days before they can reach the city. 

Captain Harrison, the marine super- 
intendent, sent word to the Furness 
agency here that they had found the 
Damara sunk in 10 fathoms off Pleasant 
Point. 

The Damara left Liverpool on Jan. 
24, touching at St. Johns, and leaving 
the latter port for Halifax on Satur- 
day. She carried a crew of 20 men and 
there were three passengers on board. 

When off Jeddore, about 2:30 a. m. 
Tuesday, the Damara struck on a ledge 
of rock and immediately began to 
founder. The crew manned the pumps, 
but the water gained on them andit 
was seen that the ship was doomed. 
Accordingly, the boats were lowered. 
Captain Gorst, the three passengers 
and 10 members of the crew entered 
one of the boats, while Chief Officer 
Nuttall and the balance of the crew, 
18 men, were in the other. 

Soon after putting off from the 


' steamer the chief officer's boat lost sight 


of the steamer and the boat com- 
manded by Captain Gorst. After a 
terrific battle with the seas, the chief 
officer’s boat finally reached land. Be- 
fore news of the disaster could reach 
this city, the chief officer was obliged 
to journey through the drifting snow 
to Musquodoboit harbor, where he tele- 
phoned to the company’s agents here. 
At that time it was believed that Cap- 
tain Gorst and his companions had 
perished. 


Two Crews’ Lives In Peril 

St. Johns, Feb. 9.—An ice floe packed 
against the harbor here and the brig 
Energy, bound inward, and the brig 
Vidonia, outward bound, were caught 
amid the masses. Tugs tried to reach 
them, but failed. The Energy signalled 
that she was short of provisions. A 
party of men who were sent over the 
ice with food were caught in the bliz- 
zard and their fate is unknown. Three 
men who traversed the floes from the 
Vidonia as volunteers to carry a mes- 
sage for help, reached land safely. It 
is feared that both vessels will be de- 
stroyed. The gale is growing fiercer.

Editors of the Ledger: 

The beginning of 1905 sees the work 
ou the buildings and grounds for the 
Lewis aod Clark Centennialat Portland, 
Oregon, so far advanced that there is 
no longer any question as to the fair 
beiog completed long before the open- 
ing day, June 1, while the demand for 
exhibit space has been so large that it 
is necessary to erect another building. 
| The new exhibition palace, which will 
| bear the name Palace of Manufactures, 
| Liberal Arts and Varied Invustries, 

will be located just east of the Agricul- 
tural Palace, tbe largest building on 
the grounds, and will equal it in size. 
|The coustruction of the building will 
provide an additional 90,000 feet of 
fluor space, and make it possible for all 
desirable exhibitors to be accommo- 
,dated. The readjustment made neces- 
| sary by the construction of the new 
jbuilding includes turning over the 
| former Liberal Arts Building to exhibi- 
tors from Europe, and giviog over the 
entire space in the former Foreign 
Exhibits building to Oriental exhibi- 
tors. 

Foreign participation will be ona 
scale nut dreamed of when the exposi- 
tion project was conceived, almost 
every nation on the globe being repre- 
sented, while the majority of the states 
lin the union will make official state 
\casttelnation: several erecting state 
; pavilions, Eight exposition structures 
are now completed and have been 
turned over to the contractors. 
are: Oriental Exhibits, European Exbi- 
bits, Agriculture, Fire Department, 
Public Comfort, Administration, Shel- 
| ter Pavilion and Colonnade Entrance. 
| The exposition will commemorate 
|the journey of Captains Meriwether 
| Lewis and William Clark, who, with 
a party of hardy adventurers, crossed 
the mountains in 1805 and explored the 
Oregon country, thus giving the United 
States the power to make her only 
acquisition of territory by right of dis- 
covery. 

The exposition will represent an ex- 
;penditure approximating $5,000,000. 
The site, by all odds the most beautiful 
ever utilized for such a purpose, occu- 
| pies 402 acres, and adjoins the principal 
|residential district of Portland. The 


} 


site comprises a natural purk, and the | 


principal exhibition palaces, nestling 
among the trees, vverlook a beautiful 
little lake, called Guild’s lake, and the 
Williamette river, In the center of the 
lake is a peninsula which looks from 
the mainland like a verdure-covered 
island, while in the distance rise four 
mighty snow-caoped mountains—Mount 
Hood, Mouot Ranier, Mount Adams, 
and Mount St. Helens. 

The principal admission gates will 
be between pillars of the ornate Colon- 
nade entrance, which is within astone’s 
tbrow of Columbia court, the central 
plaza of the exposition. The court 
consists of two wide avenues, and beau- 
tiful sunken gardens between them, and 
which are flanked by the Agricultural 
Palace and European Exhibits Building. 
On either side of these buildings with 


their short sides facing the lake, are | 


Sitnated the other main exbibit palaces 
which bear the names Oriental Exhibits 
Forestry, Mines and Metallurgy, Fine 
Arts and Machinery, Electricity and 


Transportation. The buildings, all 
covered with ivory white-staff, are 
built on one general architectural 


scheme, embodying a free form of the 
Spanish renaissance. A broad flight of 
steps known as the ‘‘grand stairway” 
leads from Columbia court to the band 
Stand on the lake shore. The slope on 
either side of the stairway is terraced, 
affurdinya delightful resting place from 
which to listen to the band concerts 
aod watch the pyrotechnic displays on 
the lake. 

In the western part of the site a cen- 
siderable portion of the grounds has 
been left almost iu its natural state, 
forming Centennial Park, and beyond 
this park, in a little valley, are situated 
the experimental gardens, where all 
manner of western farm and garden 


products will be displayed as they 
actually grow. 
Guild’s lake is spanned by the 


beautiful ‘Bridge of Nations.’’ The 
end of the bridge adjoining the main-

IS WRONG TO KILL 


It Equally Applies to Hanging 
of a Murderer 


VIEWS OF PENNYPACKER 


They Are Plainly Given to Cler- 
gyman Who Pieads In Behalf 
of Woman Sentenced to Death 
--A Matter of Sentiment 


Harrisburg, feb. 9.—Rev. Martin 
Sweitzer of Norristown, son of the 
spiritual adviser of Mrs. Kate Edwards, 
who is to be hanged at Reading next 
week for the murder of her husband, 
called on Governor Pennypacker in 
the interest of the woman. He was ac- 
companied by a committee of Berks 
county officials who are interested in 
the case. Sweitzer presented a lengthy 
petition asking for clemency in vehalf 
of Mrs. Edwards. 

“Why do you come to me with this 
petition?” asked the governor. 

“We want to enlist your sympathies 
for this woman,” replied Sweitzer. 

“This is exactly what the constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania means to pre- 
vent,” said the governor; “but it seems 
that these people, after 30 years, do not 
yet understand this.” 

“I am opposed to capital 
ment,” continued Sweitzer. 

“So am I,” replied the governor, “but 
I sat and tried murderers for 13 years 
when I was on the bench. Hangingisa 
relic of barbarism. If it is wrong for 
one man to kill another, it is wrong for 
one thousand to kill one person.” 

Rev. Sweitzer said he regarded the 
murder as being almost justified on the 
plea of self-defense, as “Mrs. Edwards’ 
husband was a worthless brute.” 

“Many of us may think it would not 
be a bad thing to get the lowest speci- 
mens of humanity together and exter- 
minate them in some painless manner,” 
answered the governor. “They might 
not be a loss to society—but the law can- 
not consider this. Would you tell all 
women to kill their husbanas if they 
are worthless?” 

“Then, what can be done?’ 
asked Sweitzer. 

“Hand your petition to the board of 
pardons, for the board is the proper 
authority,” said the governor. Should 
the board decide to act favorably I 
would consider everything you have 
said when I consider that recommenda- 
tion. I do not like to see a woman 
hang, but I did not make the law.” 

Governor Pennypacker sald it was 
difficult to deal with a case like this, 
which appealed to sentiment entirely, 
and added: “It may seem strange, but 
in not one of the letters, petitions and 
telegrams I am receiving is a single 
reference made to Greason, who is un- 
der sentence to be executed on the sama 
date forthe same crime.

| Steamer’s Passengers and Crew 
Reach Halifax 


SPORTING GOODS, von op THE MAILSAVED 


| 
Captain Says Vessel Struck Sub- 


merged Object of Unknown 


Nature--Had No Time to Lose | 


After the Accident Happened 


Halifax, Feb. 10.—Suffering slightly 
from frostbite, but otherwise none the 
worse for their exposure to wind and 
weather after the wrecking of the! 
Furness Line steamer Damara off 
Jeddore early Tuesday morning, Cap- 


tain Gorst of the steamer, together 
with his crew of 27 men, three passen- 
gers and three stoways, arrived in 
this city yesterday afternoon. 

The passengers included one wom- 
an, Mrs. Prowse, of Halifax. The par 
ty reached this port on board the tug 
F. W. Roebling, which was sent to 
their relief by the local agents of the 
Furness Line. With them they 
brought the only mailbag which was 
saved out of the 11 which the Damara 
carried from Newfoundland, but when 
it was opened at the postoffice it was 
found that the contents had become a 
mass of pulp. 

The members of the crew were paid 
afternoon and will be 
sent to their homes in England on the 
steamers Gulf of Ancud and London 
both of the Furness Line, which 
in port here. Orders from 
the London office of the line are being 
awaited before any action will be tak- 
en with regard to making an attempt 
to raise the steamer. 

A submerged object of unknown na- 
ture is declared by Captain Gorst to 
have caused the wreck. While the 
captain has not yet prepared an ofmM- 
cial statement to be presented to the 
agents of the steamer, he related 
some of the details of his unfortunate 
trip, after his arrival here. He stated 
that wh'le on his course from Sable 
Island for this port, at 2.15 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, a sudden shock was 
felt. A hasty investigation showed 
that the steamer had struck some sub- 
merged object, which he thinks may 
possibly have been an unusually heavy 
block of ice, and which stove a hole 
in the hull, near the engine room. 

Hoping to save the lives of those 
aboard, and possibly to keep the 
steamer from sinking in deep water, 
Captain Gorst at once ordered the en- 
gines started at full speed and head- 
ed the vessel off his course, to the 
northwest, in order to get her clear 
of the drifting ice and nearer to land. 
The captain even thought that he 
might be able to alter his course again 
and reach Halifax harbor. Soon, how- 
ever, it became evident that the steam 
would not last long enough for that, 
and he put the steamer’s head for a 
nearer point. After he had been on 
the northwest course for a short time 
the ice became lighter. At this time 
it had begun to snow. 

When it was found that the water 
was rising so fast in the engine room 
that the engines soon must stop, and 
that the vessel then would be in great 
danger of sinking, despite hzrd work 
at the pumps, the boats were cleared 
away.

IS ALONE GUILTY 


Mrs Edwards Makes Confes- 


| sion to Her Counsel 
‘with dandruff | 


IT EXONERATES GLEASON | 


Daughter of Woman Sentenced 
to Death For Killing Husband 
Gave False Testimony Against 
Negro at Their Trial 


Reading, Pa., Feb. 10.—Mrs. Kate 
Edwards, who is under sentence to be 


hanged with Samuel Greason for the 


murder of her husband, has made a 
statement to her counsel in which, it 
is said, she exonerates Greason from 
complicity in the murder. The state- 
ment will not be given to the public 
until it is presented to the board of 
pardors, but the inference is left that 


she has admitted that she alone com- | 


mitted the crime. 

Mrs. Edwards and Greason, who is 
a@ negro, were convicted of the mur- 
der of Edwards, and since the death 
sentence has been pronounced extra- 
ordinary efforts have been made to 
save them from the gallows. The 
board of pardons has heretofore re- 
} fused to interfere and the state su- 


preme court has affirmed the lower ; 


court’s verdict. 

Mrs. Edwards’ confession, it is 
thought, will place the case in an en- 
tirely new aspect before the board of 
pardons. The board will meet at 
Harrisburg, Feb. 15, the day before 
the day fixed for the double execu- 
tion. If the woman's statement is ac- 
cepted by the board, it may save the 
man’s life. If the woman is spared, | 
it will therefore be entirely on senti- 
mental grounds, as strong pressure 
is being brought before the board to 
not permit the woman to be hanged. 
In the trial much testimony was pre- 
sented to show that Edwards was a 
dissolute character; that he drank 
heavily and that he treated his wife 
in a brutal manner. It was shown 
that Edwards was killed while he lay j 
drunk at his home. 


It is expected that the execution 
will, at least, be postponed, in view. 
of the statement of Mrs. Edwards. It 
is said Mrs. Edwards’ conscience has 
been troubling her since she has been 
receiving the spiritual ministrations 
of her former pastor, Rev. Stephen 
Schweitzer, and that she could re- 
strain herself no longer. That she} 
has not made a statement before is, 
it is believed, due to the fact that she 
desired to shield her daughter, Mary, 
and that to spare the daughter she | 
shifted the blame to Greason. 

Mary Edwards, the daughter, wag 
tried for complicity in the murder, 
but was acquitted. After her acquittal | 
she went to St. Louis to live. 

Another development in the case is 
the receipt from St. Louis of an affi- 
davit signed by Mary. Edwards, the! 
daughter, This affidavit, which is now 
in the hands of John Rothermel, coun- 
sel for Greason, is as follows: 

“I wish to state that I was very 
angry at Samuel Greason for what he 
did to my mother, but he had nothing 
to do with the killing of my father 
that I know of, and therefore, he 
should not be hanged for that crime. 
I certainly wish they would not hang 
my mother.” 

Mrs. Annie Kutz of this city also 
has made an affidavit in which she 
states that after Mary Edwards had 
been acquitted she informed her (Mrs. 
Kutz) that her mother had struck her 
father on the head while he lay drunk, 
causing his death; that she (Mary) 
was present at the time; that Greason 
was not there, and that her story in 
court about Greason was not true.

ADMIRAL DOUBASSOFF. 


Brave Exploit of Russian Member oi 
North Sea Commission. 

Vice Admiral Doubassoff, who recent- 
ly succeeded Admiral Kaznakoff as 
Russian member of the North sea com- 
mission, paid a visit to America in 1891. 
He was then a captain in the Russian 
navy, and his visit was for the pur- 
pose of making an inspection of the

shipyards and naval institutions of this 


country. He was the recipient of 
many attentions while here. 

Admiral Doubassoff is fifty-nine years 
of age and is a typical Russian in ap- 
pearance, being over six feet in height 
with blond hair and mustache. He 
achieved fame by daring exploits dur. 
ing the Russo-Turkish war of 1877 
when he embarked in a most hazardous 
undertaking for the purpose of facili 
tating the movement of the Russiar 
army over the Danube into Bulgaria 
Two powerful Turkish ironclads halted 
it. Doubassoff, then a lieutenant, had 
made a careful study of explosives, an¢ 
he conceived the idea of blowing ther 
up with dynamite. His superiors 
thought the venture sure to end in dis 
covery and the death of all concerne¢ 
in the attempt, but with eleven trusted 
companions Doubassoff rowed up un 
der one of the ironclads and set off s 
torpedo, though discovered and fired or 
by the Turks.

The successful career of C. S. Mellen, 


attracting 
A whole page of 
the New York World was recently 
devoted to him under the heading— 
‘“‘Why C. S. Mellen commands a salary 
equal to President Roosvelt’s,” from| 
which the Ledger quotes in part: 

Ona September evening in 1869 a 
boy was leaning over the front gate of| 
a modest cottage in the qniet old town 
of Concord, N. H. The boy was 
eighteen and had just finished bis| 
course in the local academy. He had 
thought of going to Dartmouth College, 
and was undecided whether to do that 
or immediately set about the task of 
earning a living. He was reffecting on 
this problem when an older acquain- 
tance sauntered along the street and 
stopped to chat with him. By that 
chance meeting, though -the boy little 
realized it at the time, his whole after 
career was shaped. 

While the ambitious New” Hampshire 
boy gave up his dreams of college 
when he took up railroading, be contin- 
ued his education by reading and study 
and thought, so after thirty-five years 
he is not only the administrative head 
of a big railway system, but is also 
able to make an address so sound and 
well-expressed that the President has 
paid him the unique compliment of 
quoting a portion of it verbatim in his 
message to Congress. 

Most boys wonld have regarded a 
position in the employ of the Northern 
Railroad of New Hampshire as an un- 
promising beginning for a career of 
importance in the railroad world. But 
it was advancement from oue position 
to another and from railroad to railroad, 
including the Central Vermont, Boeton 
& Lowell, and Union Pacific to the N. 
Mio IN. es es ek 

President Mellen brought his Western 
methods east with him. He proceeded 
to speod millions of dollars in new 
bridges, pew engines, new cars and new 
stations. The results of his improve- 
meats in this direction are only begin- 
uing to appear. He put on additional 
limited trains between New York and 
Boston, equipped them in the most 
perfect up-to-date manner, and is work- 
ing toward a four and a half hour ser- 
vice between these cities. 

He planned enlarged freight terminals 
and trackage extensions to handle 
increased business. In his first year of 
administration he has done more to put 
new life into the road than bad been 
done in any decade of its previous 
history. While he was inaugurating 
these reforms, President Mellen was not 
neglecting the larger strategy of his 
position which supplies the most 
fascinating feature of the railroad busi- 
ness in the United States today. 

Witbin three months after he took 
office President Mellen made his first 
movement toward the kingrow of the 
railway checker-board by purchasing 
the Central New England, which, with 
its subsidiary lines, gave him control 
of the Poughkeepsie bridge, the only 
rail ruute across the Hudson between 
New York and Albany. This was in 
February, 1904. 

In September he startled the railroad 
world again with the news that the 
New Haven had secured contro] of the 
New York, Ontario and Western, which 
connected with the Poughkeepsie bridge 
route on the one hand and tapped the 
anthracite coal district at Scraoton on 
the other. Moreover, the road has a 
lake port, Oswego, and trackage rights 
that carry it westward to Buffalo, 
where connection with independent 
roads like the Wabash is possible.

Court In Cockpit and Fined 


York, Me., Feb. 13.—The interrup- 
tion of a cocking main, followed by a 
fist fight between the participants and 
two sturdy officers, during which 138 
wen were placed under arrest and sub- 


sequently tined by an impormptu trial 


justice court convened in the cock-pit, 
was the unusyal proceeding that 
ushered in the Sabbath at York village. 

Shortly before midnight Sheriff 
Athorne, accompanied by Deputy 
Preble, forced an entrance into a baru 
where a cocking main was in progress. 
At the intrusion, some 60 men made 
a rush for the sheriff, who had taken 
his stand at the main entrance, the 
only easy exit. Athorne, who is a 
giant in physique, stood his ground and, 
not having time in which to draw a 
weapon, struck out with his fists and 
in as many minutes had knocked 
down and rendered helpless eight men, 
with blood flowing from their wounds, 
placed handcuffs on two others, while 
eight more surrendered. In the mean- 
time others present at the main had 
crawled through two small windows 
and attacked Deputy Preble, who had 
been stationed as a rear guard outside. 
Preble closed with his assailants, but 
was overwhelmed and finally rendered 
temporarily insensible by a blow with 
a club. 

Making sure of his 18 prisoners, 
Sheriff Athorne summoned ‘Trial Jus- 
tice Cole, who had been waiting in the 
vicinity, and the latter entered the 
cock-pit and announced that the court 
was in session. Sixteen of the pris- 
of whom gave fictitious 
names, plegded guilty to being pres- 
ent at a cocking main and were fined 
$5 each. Two others, who pleaded not 
guilty, were held for a further hearing. 
The court then issued warrants for 10 
other men whom the sheriff claimed to 
have recognized in the crowd, and ad- 
journed. The laws of this state do not 
permit the holding of court on Sun- 
day, and the proceedings were neces- 
sarily expedited. Court convened at 15 
minutes before 12 o'clock, and was de- 
clared adjourned on the stroke of mid- 
night. 

At 9 o’clock Saturday night Sheriff 
Athorne received word at his home ia 
Eliot that a cocking main was to be 
held shortly before midnight in an old 
barn on the outskirts of York village. 
Athorne hastily drove to the home of 
Trial Justice Cole of Eliot, and at lu 
o'clock the two were on the road to 
York. On reaching the village they 
were joined by Deputy Preble, and all 
three started for the barn by a circuit- 
ous route. The officers left the trial 
justice at a house a short distance 
away, and then entered the barn by 
way of the carriage house. By this 
time the spectators had begun to ar- 
rive and at 11 o’clock the two offi- 
cers, peeping through the cracks in the 
side of the carriage house, saw about 
€0 men gathered about a dimly lighted 
pit. 

The officers waited until the main 
had fairly started, when they suddeu- 
iy burst in on the crowd, with the re- 
sults as stated. 


Bandits Died With Boots On 

Independence, Col., Feb. 13.—Two 
men entered the Silver Bell saloon and 
attempted to hold up the place. Both 
were masked and ordered the crowd 
within to hold up their hands. At the 
same time the robbers commenced to 
shoot. Nearly all the men at the bar 
drew revolvers and opened fire on the 
robbers, with the result that both 
were wounded. Of those in the saloon 
three were wounded, one fatally. The 
robbers both died later. 


Quiet Day at St Petersburg 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 13.—The antici- 
pated renewal of trouble among the 
workmen Sunday was not realized. 
Neither strikers nor students made the 
slightest attempt to demonstrate, and 
throughout the day the city presented 
a normal appearance, The czar’s crea- 
tion of a joint commission of masters 
and workmen, chosen by themselves, 
to investigate the causes of discontent 
among the laborers, has madea good 
impression.

that exists in Russia. It is even said 
that the palace clique, who employ him, 
loathe him for his despicable methods. 

Trepoff himself declares that he bears 
a charmed life. Four times have the 
“re- 
moval,” but each 
failure. 

When a soldier of accredited ability 
stoops to become a chief of Russian 
police Lhe at once in a measure loses 
caste with the remainder of the army. 
This is the case of General Trepoff. He 


past, but despised for his present occu- 
pation, for within a few weeks he has 
been chief of police of Moscow. He 
comes of a good family and conducted 
himself with distinction in the Turkish 
war, but always displayed a brutality 
toward the soldiers under him that 
caused the men to hate him. He has 
been especially distinguished for de- 
nunciations, in and out of season, of 
anarchists and revolutionists, which 
declarations probably have won for him 
the unenviable position that he now 
occupies. Marked man that he has 
been for years, Trepoff practically has 
become, next to the ezar and the grand 
dukes, the centra] target for weapons 
of the followers of the red flag. 

The most recent attempt on Trepoff’s 
life was made Jan. 15 last in Moscow. 
He was at the Nicholas station in that 
city bidding farewell to Grand Duke 
Sergius, who was departing for St. Pe- 
tersburg, when a young student ap- 
proached, quickly drew a revolver gnd 
tired three times at the general, but the 
bullets went wild.

| Position Taken by President 


Regarding Treaties 


PACTS TO BE WITHDRAWN 


henate’s Right to Make Amend- 
ments Is Recognized--Regards 
the Action as a Blow to the 
Cause of Arbitration 


Washington, Feb. 14.—President 
Roosevelt will mvt present the arbitra- 
!tion treaties as amended by the sei- 
ate to the countries with which they 
were negotiated. In reply to numerous 
inquiries by representatives of the 
press at the state department, Secre- 
tary Hay made, in substance, the fo!- 
lowing statement: 

“The president regards the matter of 
the general arbitration treaties as con- 
cluded by the action of the senate ou 
Saturday. He recognizes the right of 
the senate to reject a treaty either by a 
direct vote in that sense, or indirectly 
by changes which are incompatible 
with its spirit and purpose. He con- 
siders that with the senate amendmen: 
the treaties not only cease to be a 
step forward in the cause of genera! 
arbitration, but are really a step back- 
ward, and therefore he is unable to pre- 
sent them in this altered form to the 


P countries with which we have been in 


negotiation.” 

Senator Cullom, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, ufter 
reading Secretary Hay’s comment on 
the action of the senate in amending 
the arbitration treaties, said: “The 
senate’s position is right, undoubtedly. 
If anything {is done hereafter, the 
president will have to take the senate 
into his confidence. It might require 
a little more time, but otherwise I can 
see nothing in the senate’s course in- 
harmonious with the president’s inter- 
pretation of his treaty-making power.” 

The arbitration treaties as amended 
and ratified by the senate on Saturday 
were sent to the president yesterday. 
Each was aceempanied by the usual 
resolution set¢-ug forth the action taken 
by the senate. The vote of 50 to 9 in 
favor of the adoption of an amendment 
to the treaties does not give the full 
strength of the senate on the question of 
insisting upon its prerogatives in treaty- 
making. There were five pairs re- 
corded, but in each case it was stated 
by the senator announcing his pair that 
he believed if uis pair were preseut Le 
would vote for the amendment. 

It is stated that the administration is 
not on the verge of a “break” with the 
senate over the fate of the arbitratiou 
treaties. Mr. Roosevelt has sald re- 


peatedly to everyone who has been in 


his confidence while the treaties were 


| under consideration that no matter 


what fate the treaties met in that body, 
or how they were amended, he would 


| not allow his own relations with the 
| senators to become strainai. 


He has all along desired that the 
treaties should be ratified by the sen- 
ate in the form they were presented. 
but in his note to Seiator Cullom and 
his talks with senstors and others he 
bas declared that should a majority of 
the upper house not agree witb him he 
would consider the incident closed. 

Those who look for further urgings 
from the White House ora flare of 
temper, due to the sharp setback given 
the president in the vote in the senate, 
will be disappointed, 


No Cause For Uneasiness 

London, eb. 14.—The announce. 
ment of President Roosevelt's deter- 
mination to proceed no further with the 
arbitration treaties im consequence of 
the senate’s action in substituting the 
term “treaty” for “agreement” is re- 
ceived with some degree of surprise, 
but with no evidence of concern in offi- 
cial cireles in Londom  Disappoint- 
ment is expressed at the foreign oflice, 
but officials there say they are confi- 
dent that a treaty upon which all par- 
ties can agree will be signed ulti- 
mately. While there is every evidence 
that officials regret this second failure 
to secure an arbitration treaty with the 
United States, the matter is not treated 
as cause for the slightest uneasiness, 


San Domingo Action Warranted 

Washington, Feb. 14.—As an incident 
to the issue between the administra- 
tion and the senate respecting their 
relative rights in treaty- -making, it has 
been developed that in giving its ap- 
proval Jan. 11 last to the “treaty of 
arbitration of pecuniary claims,” com- 
monly known as_ the Pan-American 
arbitration treaty, the United States 
senate has committed itself to the 
recognitions of its power to delegate to 
the executive the right to make special 
arbitration arrangements, and in ex- 
ecutive circles it is held that this power 
‘Is sufficient to warrant its action in the

Mr. Sullivan heaped upon Hearst a | 
tirade of denunciation, while the latter,

The affair grew out of the recent dis-

in the house, when Sullivan inquired of 
Lamar (Fla.) who was favoring the 
Hearst bill, why Hearst did not de- 
| fend his own Dill, this being followed 
by a criticism of Sullivan in the New 
York American and Journal,

Mr. Sullivan took the floor inime- 
diately after the reading of the journal 
at noon, He had prepared his speech 
in advance, and read it throughout. 
After explaining the purpose of his re- 
marks he read the article in the Nev 
York American to which he had taken 
offense. This, he said, touched him in 
his representative capacity, ald was a 
deliberate Insult from one member of 
the house to another. 

At this point Mr. Robinson (Ind.) In- 
terrupted to make the point of order 
that Sullivan was violating the rules 
| of the house. There were quite szen- | 
eral expressions of disapproval of Rob- | 
inson’s point, and it was some timc be- 
fore Speaker Cannon could restore or- 
der to pronounce his ruling. 

He held that the language used to 
| that time was strictly in order. Mr. 
Cannon read the rule governing the 
! point and Sullivan proceeded, but with 
| wach vigorous denunelation as again 
to bring forth another point of order 
from Robinson. Speaker Cannon said 
he would have to hear the words read 
again. He sent for Sullivan’s manu- 
script and the reading clerk slowly re- 
peated the paragraph questioned. This 
paragraph secathingly assailed the 
presidential aspirations of the “gentic- 
man from New York.” Mr. Cannon 
ruled the speech in order, and no fur- 
ther interruptions were made. 

“IT know,” said Sullivan in conelud- 
ing, “that prudential reasons warn 
} against a controversy with a news- 
| paper of this character. These reasons 
present the danger of exposure toa new 
form of ‘yellow peril’ as disastrous to 
reputation as the other form is atieged 
to be to Christian civilization. 

“If by my remarks I have checked 
| the scheme of political assassination 
| which has been marked out by this 
| Nero of modern politics, or have even 
| called public attention to its evil pur- 
pose, I believe I have performed a ser- 
| Vice to the house and to the country. 

To the house by insisting that each 
member shall duly respect each other 
| at least outwardly, and to the coun- | 
| try by exposing the malice that in- 
| Spires these newspaper articles which 
| operate to create in the minds of the 
| people false impressions of their pub- 

lic servants,” 
| Mr. Hearst arose to reply as soon 
as Sullivan took his seat. He had to 
wait some minutes for order. His re- 
ply was brief, the sensational part being 
containeu in the concluding sentences, 
which, by inference, charged Sullivan 
with murder. Mr. Hearst sald he as- 
/ sumed entire responsibility for the 
| article which had aroused Sullivan’s in- 

dignation, although, he said, he had not 

inspired it nor did he know in advance 
| of its intended publication. He said 
he was glad to incur the hostility “of 
that class of individuals.” Previous to 
this he had reviewed the attack on 
him by former Representative Johnson 
of California and alleged that John- 
son's defeat for re-election was the re- 
sult of the fight Hearst had made upon 
him through his newspapers. 

“Tf I cared to attack the gent!eman 
from Massachusetts,” said Hearst, 
“why did I not write that in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., one day. a poor, drunken 
man went into a saloon, a dive, and 
that murder had been committed when 
the two owners of the saloon brutally 
kicked the man to death. One of the 
men who kicked the man to death 
was John A. Sullivan. The two men 
were arrested and convicted. I might 
ask the gentleman from Massachu- 
¢tetts to explain this to the house.”

SAINT 
VALENTINE’S 
POETS 


By GEORGE H. DONALD 
T. VALENTINE’S day, the duly 
appointed and scrupulously ob- 
served festival of tender senti- 
mentality, has from time im- 
memorial been the greatest day in the 
alendar for the poets, both major and 
minor. The prosaic world may decline 
to become enthusiastic over the sources 
of inspiration from which many of 
these amatory verses sprang—perhaps 
it is well that this should be so—but 
there is no hesitation in regard to the 
exquisite creations themselves. 

In the happy days before the realm 
of versification was invaded by writers 
with psychological vagaries to exploit, 
when poetry was but another name for 
melody and demanded no accompani- 
ment beyond the lute or harp and no 
explanation whatever, love was the 
poet’s bravest theme. Much of the 
dainty vers de socilete of the post-Eliza- 
bethan periods appeared originally in 
valentine form. With all their super- 


| fluity of “my lady’s eyes” and “my 


they are beautifully 
conceived and altogether charming. 
Many of the most interesting old val- 
entines began with a definition of love. 
It was evidently a favorite diversion of 


} the amatory poets to answer the ques- 


tion, “What is love?” Perhaps the 
master of them all set the fashion in 
that matchless bit from “The Merchant 
of Venice:” 
Tell me, where is fancy bred— 
Or in the heart or in the head? 
How begot, how nourished? 
Reply, reply! 
It is engendered in the eyes; 
With gazing fed, and fancy dies 
In the cradle where it lies. 
Let us all ring fancy’s knell. 
I'll begin it— Ding, dong, bell! 
Ding, dong, bell! 
And again in that perfect love 
entitled “O Mistress Mine:” 
What is love? ‘Tis not hereafter; 
Present mirth hath present laughter. 
That's to come fs still unsure. 
In delay there Mes no plenty. 
Then come kiss me, Sweet-and-twenty; 
Youth's a stuff will not endure. 
During the days of the restoration 
amatory verse flourished valiantly and 
valentines were in great request. Rob- 
ert Herrick, who had been ejected 
from his humble rural parish by the 
long parliament, went up to the me- 
tropolis and wrote penny valentines 
for the bookstalls. After the return of 
the exiled Stuart these love songs be- 
came immensely popular, and the poor 
young clergyman found himself fa- 
mous. Herrick was an adept in the 
construction of sentimental verse. It 
has been objected that his exquisite 
love lyrics are pagan in tone. If such 
be the fact they are more than con- 
doned by the noble spirituality of his 
later poems. There is certainly nothing 
suggestive of Mount Olympus in the 
delicious confection so often made the 
basis of a valentine: 


Go, happy rose, and, interwove 
With other flowers, bind my love! 
Tell her, too, she must not be 

Longer flowing, longer free, 
That so oft hath fettered me.

Say, if she’s fretful, I have bands 
Of pearl and gold to bind her hands. 
Tell her, if she struggle still, 
_I have myrtle rods at will 
For to tame, though not to kill. 


Take, then, my blessing thus and go

Quaint William Browne was a metri-; 


' eal sixteenth century dabster of no un-{ 


certain skill. He was also addicted to 
the valentine writing habit of the day, 
and his present fame rests almost sole- 
ly upon the oft quoted gem beginning: 
Shall I tell you whom I love? 
Hearken, then, awhile to me, 
And, if such a woman move 
As I now shall versifie, 
Be assured ‘tis she or none 
That I love and love alone. 

Thomas Carew was a cavalier and 
accomplished gentleman at the court 
of the first Charles Stuart. He was 
noted for his gallantries, and he must 
have been the champion lady killer of 
his day. His valentines were especially 
fetching, and, strangest of all; modern 
critics find them most artistic in con- 
struction and sentiment. One of them, 
which must have touched the heart of 
the disdainful court beauty who re- 
ceived it, began thus: 

Give me more love or more disdain. 
The torrid or the frozen zone 
Brings equal ease unto my pain; 
The temperate affords me none 
Either extreme, of love or haté, 
Is sweeter than a calm estate. 
3ut the most accomplished writer of 
amatory verse of this period was the 
dilettante court fop, Sir John Suckling. 
Even in that age of clever versifiers it 
Was considered a prime distinction to 
receive a valentine penned by the lan- 
guishing cavalier. In spite of his per- 
sonal affectation Suckling’s poetry is 
entirely free from artificiality, and his 
sonnets and valentines are perfect spec- 
imens of versification, albeit they are 
expressed in the rather flamboyant 
phraseology of the time. Almost equal 
to the incomparable “Why So Pale and 
Wan, Fond Lover?” is bis poem, once 
the burden of a valentine, beginning: 
I prithee send me back my heart 
magne cannot have thine, 
w if from yours you will not part, 
Why. then, shouldst thou have mine?

It seemed to him that criticisms of this 
kind represented a dangerous tendency 
amoug the people. A tendency, if not 
checked, which may lead to serious if 
not direful consequences, not different 
from anether part of our country that 
takes men and lynches them without a 
trial. 

We have, however, settled down to a 
calmer attitude. Tbe foundation of| 
every government should be a spirit of | 
obedience to the laws of the land, The | 
supreme object of the government is 
the administration of justice; to settle 
disputes among men by arbitration of | 
the courts; to make them earn their. 
living by honest labor. When we 
thougbtlessly attack sworn officers of the 
commonwealth we are striking at the 
very citadel of our own liberty. 

We think the law a harsh system, 
but if we look at it we realize ours is 
a universe of law. Only as man pnts 
himself in harmony with the physical, 
spiritual and social law does he reach 
his highest development. The law pro- 
tects us when we sleep, and when we 
are awake. It is not the enemy of cit- | 
izeus. It is the oniy thing that males! 
your lives worth living. Without it, it] 
would be a war of all against. all. 

Mayor Newton's subject was ‘*muni-! 


cipal government’? and the manner in at z o'clock. 


which he handled his subject showed 
him a man of much experience, and | 
one who had given the subject much} 
thongbt and study. He said Eaepiae 
government is a problem far from 
reasunable solution. It needs the con- 
sideration of men of thought. Hecould, 
not suggest how to reach its solution, | 
but one solution depends upon ite 
active participation of citizens 
municipal affairs. 

We are too willing to leave it to those. 
seeking office ratber than those the | 
office seeks. We are too willing to sit 
by the fireside than to attend the 
primaries and nominate men to conduct 
the affairs, and then to criticise. The 
grave problems that confront us can not 
be met except by men capable to handle 
affairs. 

In some municipalities almost two-' 
thirds of the tax is for municipal in- 
debtedness and support of schools, 
This sbows that you are borrowing of 
the future to meet the demands of the 
present. We are piling upa tremendous 
problem for the future. It is a ques- 
tion if we cau meet it. If we demand 
these improvements we must pay for 
them, It is not the fault of any one ad- 
ministration that your tax rate is high. 
Yet you judge an administration by its 
tax rate rather than by their acts. 

We all should bear equally the bur- 
dens. These problems have got to be 
met in a difierent spirit than we bave 
met them in recent years. They must 
be met by men who are willing to 
spend a part of their time in looking 
for the wellfare of the government.

STATEMENT FROM LODGE

Washington, Feb. 15.—Senator H. C. 
Lodge presented to the senate in execu-

The disposition of each arbitration 
treaty is given by the statement. It 
shows that 44 were submitted, of which 


| 43 were ratified, and one, the Olney- 
| Pauncefote treaty with Great Britain, 


Of the treaties ratitied, 
87 were not, and six were amended. 
Seven arbitration agreements have 
been entered into without being sub- 
mitted to the senate. They all pro- 
vided for the settlement of private 
claims. 

The compilation of the laws cover 
ing ratification of arbitration agree- 
ments of all the countries with whom 
the United States has negotiated such 
treaties shows that in every instance 
the executive must secure the approval 
of at least one, and, in most instances, 
both parliamentary bodies, except in 
the case of Switzerland, where the 
parliamentary body is supreme in 
treaty making, the executive having 
none of the power, and of Great Brit- 
ain, where the king must secure the ap- 
proval of the ministry, virtually a com- 
inittee of parliament, and analogous 
with the foreign relations committee of 
the senate of the United States. 

The announcement is made by Lodge 
that he will not make any statement in 
answer to the letter of the president, 
which charged that the ratification of 
the arbitration treaties with the amend- 
ment adopted was a step backward, 
and not a step forward. “So far as 1 
know, no one is going to make a state- 
ment on that subject,” said the senator. 

Secretary Hay has not yet con- 
municated to the representatives of the 
powers here, with whom he had nego- | 
tiated arbitration treaties, the actioa of 
the senate Saturday in amending those 
conventions, and it is probable-that he 
will not do so, permitting them to take 
notice for themselves of what hay ce- 
curred, Which they have done. The 
conventions are now in the custody of 
Librarian Allen of the state depart- 
ment, and unless he receives other or- 
ders from Secretary Hay, they will »e- 
main in the files of the department and 
will not receive further diploimatic 
treatment. 

It has developed that not all of the 
powers are unwilling to accept the 
amendment to the treaties made by the 
senate, and this is particularly the case 
with some who, holding that the amend- 
ments have devitalized the conventions, 
are willing to conclude them from 
sentimental considerations, and merely 
ns fresh evidences of the strength of 
the growing feeling that international 
disputes should be settled by arbitra- 
tion. 

There are other powers, however, 
who positively decline to accept the 
senate amendment and to exchange 
ratifications on that basis. The prin- 
cipal basis of their objection to pro- 
ceeding further with the treaties {gs 
found in the argument that the conven- 
tions would be entirely one-sided. 

It is pointed out in administration 
circles, in evidence of the allegation 
that the president has sought to estab- 
lish no precedent in treaty making, 
that under The Hague treaty, to which 
the senate gave its approval, the ex- 
ecutive has power to make special ar- 
rangements for arbitration. 

The French word “compromise” used 
in The Hague convention is said by de- 
partmental experts to be equivalent, 
not to the English word “compromise,” 
“agreement,” 
and the executive branch of the goy- 
ernment has proceeded heretofore, and 
without objection, upon this under- 
standing. 

Negotiations for further ‘treaties 
have now been completely suspended,

The boat arrived in Jersey City at 11:50 
and some minutes afterward he board- 
ed@ his special train. 

From the time the president arrived 
| on the East Side until his departure the 
greatest precautions were taken for his 
| safety. Secret service men guurded 
his person and policemen in uniforin 
and in plain clothes were stationed all 
about the restaurant and for blocks 
each side so that the crowds of East 
Side residents who had gathered to see 
the chief executive of the natiou were 
able to not get within three blocks of 
him. 

It was almost impossible to hear the 
concluding paragraphs of the  vresi- 
dent’s speech at the dinner because of 
the activities of the secret service 
men. They swarmed around the main 
table and with a wedge formation took 
the president through the narrow hall- 
way and up the stairs to the veception 
room, where his coat and bat bad been 
left. Thena police sergeant in uniform, 
with half a dozen patrolmen, were 
sent to keep the stairs clear. Ten min- 
utes later the president and his escort 
left the building. 

The district through which the presi- 
| dent drove and in which he dined is not 
the safest in the great city and the 
police took no chances. So stringeut 
were the precautions that not a flash- 


| light photograph was allowed to be 
taken and uniformed police, plain 
| clothes men and detectives fairly 


swarmed inside and out of “Littie Ilun-

Gas Tank Exploded 
Boston, Feb. 15.—Two men were in- 


jured, one of them seriously, by the ex- | 
plosion of a gas tank at the South sta- | 


tion. James A. Murray and Timothy 
Hurley, who were working in the 
freight car from which the tank was 
being unloaded, were struck by flying 
pieces of metal. Murray is suffering 
from a badly fractured hip and many 
lacerations of the body. Huriey is 
badly cut and bruised, but his condi- 
tion is not serious. 


Lightships Going Around the Horn

Senate’s Voice Should Be Heard 
In the Making of Treaties 
St. Paul, Feb. 15.—William J. Bryan 
was in St. Paul yesterday 
and called on Governor Johnson at the 
Capitol.

The government of these is intrusted to a 
prince, king or emperor, or, in other 
words, to a supreme ruler. We see, then, 
that as man exists in conformity to the 
will of God society emanates from the 
divine will, and more especially the su- 
preme power and authority of our lord 
and master, the czar. 


The framers of the catechism seem to 
have had in mind the prevention of 
some such uprising as that now in 
progress in St. Petersburg when they 
wrote these passages for the youth of 
the nation to learn: 


How are irreverence and infidelity to 
the emperor to be considered in reference 
to God? 

As the most heinous sin, 
frightful criminality. 

Does religion, then, forbid us to rebel 
and overthrow the government of the em- 
peror? 

We are interdicted from doing so at all 
times and under all circumstances. 

The absolute subservience expected 
of his subjects by the czar is shown in 
the answer to a question as to whether 
or not the service of the emperor Is 
obligatory. The answer it: 

Absolutely so. We should, if required, 
sacrifice ourselves in compliance with his 
will, both in a civil and military capacity, 
and in whatever manner he deems ex- 
pedient. 

The supposed divine nature of the 
ezar is emphasized in the answer to a 
question concerning the “supernatural 
revealed motives” for the worship of 
the emperor.

‘Then, 
quickly pushing the nurse outside and 
closing and locking the gate, the 
countess cried: “Go to your master, 
spy.” Entering the house the countess 
ordered all of Mahote’s belongings 
thrown out of the window to the street. 

Tue nurse protested against her eject- 

ment, but unavailingly, and later ap- 

plied to a locksmith to aid her in re- 
entering fhe villa. The locksmith de- 
clined. 

Failing to enlist the locksmith’s as- 
sistance, Mahote went to Dr. Koerner, 
the Dresden lawyer who came here tc 
demand that the countess relinquish 
the custody of the Princess Anna to 
King Frederick Augustus, and he, 
company with the German consul, re- 
turned with her to the villa, where they 
found all the doors bolted and even the 
bell wires cut. Dr. Koerner appealed 
to the police, but was told that they 
could not enter a private house with- 
out the orders of a court. 

Many of the people in the vicinity 
of the villa declare they will personaliy 
oppose any attempt at violence against 
the former Crown Princess of Saxony.

POLICE STATISTICS. 


Amounted to $1,872.39. 


Chief of Police Hayden in his annual 
report, says the total number of arrests 
during the year 1904 were 811, of which 
773 were males and 38 females. Of this 
number, 678 were residents and 113 non 
residents. 

The amount of fines imposed by the 
courts was $3,079.39, of which $2,492.32 
was paid to the court. The amount of 
fines received from the sheriff was $120, 
and the amount paid the City Treasurer 
was $1,872.39. 

The number of cases pending at the 
close of the year was 23. The value of 
property stolen was $8,875, and stolen 
money recovered amounted to $155.50. 

During the year the department re- 
ported 15,174 lights out. Of this number 
4,036 were arc lights, 7,468 series, and 
3,620 gas. 

The number of duty calls by officers 
were 48,852. Telephone calls, 1,376. 
Ambulance calls, 22. Miles run by the 
wagon, 776. 

Inspector McKay, the liquor officer, 
reports having served 28 search war- 
rants. Liquor was found in 26 places. 
This number of cases were brought into 
court, and 20 were found guilty in the 
district court, 3 not guilty and 3 dis- 
missed. 

The fifes imposed amounted to $850. 
Of this amouat $725 was paid in the 
lower court, Fines amounting to $125 
were paid in the Superior court. 

The number of gallons of liquor seized 
during the year was as follows: Rum, 
7; whiskey, 18; ale, 140; beer, 34; 
cider, 31; wine, 10; gin, 3.

?@ America and the restcf the world 
stands aghast at the current happenings 
in Russia just as they stood aghast at 
the workings of the French commune 
at the close of the Franco-German War. 
It is with somewhat anxious breath 
that we ask what it is that seems to 
pervade society in all civilized lands 
that seems ready to boil up with but 
little additional provocation like water | 
heated to 210 degrees F., or to explode) 
with volcanic force without a moment's | 
notice like the subterranean fires of) 
mother earth. 

It is the spirit of discontent or un- | 
rest protesting against the unfairness 
and inhumanity of existing social con- | 
ditions which is as wide spread as is 
tyranny and oppression. While this 
feeling is not confined to any one coun- | 
try and has a strength in proportion to! 
the injustice that is felt, yet Paris is 
the real breeding ground for revolu- 
tionary ideas. The parallelism between 
the revolutionary events in Russia and 
France is sv remarkable that the past 
conditions in France are being used to 
predict those that are to come in Russia. 

Probably the best study that has been 
made of the conditions which go to} 
make up the spirit of the social revolu- 
tion in Paris and conseqnently of Rus- 
sia as well, is that just completed by 
Alvan Francis Sanborn, the well-known 
student of modern social conditions, 
who has resided for several years in 
Paris for the sake of studying its con- 
ditions at first hand. And what is the 
more valuable for us Mr. Sanborn sees 
these things through American eyes and 
not through the perverted vision of a 
prejudiced down-trodden European. 

In his new book, ‘‘Paris and the 
Social Revolution,’’ just being brought 
out by Small, Maynard & Company, 
Mr. Sanborn states that what the anar- 
chist revolutionist wants is individual 
freedom amidst a free humanity. He 
shows how the revolutionary spirit is 
propogandized by word of mouth, by 
writing, by example and by overt acts 
of greater or less violence: he takes the 
very examples furnished by Russia in 
the persons of Tolstoy, Kropotkin and 
and the Nihilistic leaders and martyrs, 
the activity of which ferment is shown 

by the present day happenings in St. 
Petersburg and Moscow.

POSITION OF PRESIDENT, 


| 


Holds That This Government 
Should Take Charge of Cus- | 
toms of American States When 
Unable to Maintain Integrity 
Washington, Feb. 17.—President | 

Roosevelt's message, transmitting to | 

the senate the new Dominican protocol | 


of an agreement providing for the col- 
jection and disbursement by the United 


Domingo for the adjustment of all the 
was 


executive session. 

Few documents that have come to 
the senate in relation to any of tbe 
South or Central American or West [u- 
dian republics have attracted so much 
attention. Because of the controversy 
that bas arisen as to the right of the 
executive to enter into treaty arrange- 
ments with any foreign government, 
without the advice and consent of the 


senate, extraordinary interest has 
been aroused. 
In addition to the president’s dis- 


cussion of the Monroe doctrine in the 
case of San Domingo, the protocol it- 
self makes a specific declaration of its 
application and in that respect is un- 
usual in treaty making. The declara- 
tion recites that the government of the 
United States views “any attempt ou 
the part of governments outside of this 
hemisphere to oppress the destiny of 
the Dominican republic as a mani- 
festation of an unfrieud!y disposition 
towards the United States.” 

The massage is of nearly $500 words 
and was read in ful! to the senate. It 
is largely a discussion of the rights 
and duties of the United States under 
the Monroe doctrine, and the president 
gays the protocol affords a practical test 
of the etliciency of the United States 
government in maintaining the doc- 
trine. In beginning his message, the 
president says that conditions in San 
Domingo have been growing steadily 
worse for many years, and debts have 
been contracted beyond the power of 
the republic to pay. Certain foreign 
countries, he says, have felt themselves 
aggrieved because of the non-payment 
of debts due their citizens, and have 
felt that the only way they could ever 
get any guarantee of payment would 
be by acquisition of territory or taking 
charge of the customs affairs of the re- 
public. 

The president declares that the Mon- 
roe doctrine would prohibit any for- 
@ign government from st*pping in, and 
he says that those who protit by this 
doctrine must accept certain responsi- 
bilities along with the rights it con- 
fers, He saysfurther: “The justifica- 
tion for the United States tuking this 
burden and-incurring this responsi- 
bility is to be found in the fact that it 
is incompatible with !nternational 
equity for the United States to refuse 
to allow other powers to tak2 the only 
means at their disposal cf satisfying 
the claims of their creditors and yet 
to refuse, itself, to take any such steps.” 

An especial point is made by the 
fresident that this government does 
not propose to take any part of San 
Domingo, or to exercise any other con-

the question is a dispute between the 
firemen’'s organizations and the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive LEngineers, and | 
the latter takes sides with the railroud 
company.

through their national brotherhood, to 
stand by the company and to help it to 
fight the firemen’s brotherhood in the 
struggle.

Revolutionary Propaganda 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.—Revolu 
tionary literature is being distributed 
broadcast throughout the capital and is 
being picked up in offices and factories, 
wherever it can be scattered un- 
observed.

Majority Rule. 

The management of the New York 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company believes that aclear state- 
ment of the company’s position in the 


present unfortunate situation is due to! 


the public which, in common with the 
railroad and a majority of its employes, 
is likely to suffer through the action of 
asmall minority. The difference that 
has arisen is among the employes of 
the company resulting from a disagree- 
ment on their part as to the representa- 
tion to be given to the organizations 
which they themselves have formed. 
The management of the road has been 
called on to make a decision which is 
not satisfactory to one of the parties to 
the dispute, viz : the Firemen’s Gen- 
eral Committee of Adjastment. The 
dispute concerns a question of juris- 
diction between this Firemen’s Ad- 
justment Committee and the Engi- 
neer’s Adjustment Committee. The 
Firemen’s Committee has refused to 
have the matter left to the decision of 
an independent arbitration board, and 
the officers of the road, on being com- 
pelled to make a decision, made it on 
the principle of majority rule. 

In no quarter is the present trouble 
regretted more than by the manage- 
ment of the company whose patient 
and exhaustive efforts to satisfy the 
demands of the Firemen’s Committee 
and end the dispute have extended 
through eight months. In the opinion 
of the management, if it had taken any 
other stand in the dispute than a de- 
cision based on majority rule, the re- 
sult would be a splitting up of its em- 
ployes of one class into various organi- 
zations. The disadvantages of this 
are obvious.

WHY SHE COULDN’T FIND IT. 


Inguiry Into Early History of Ger- 
many Developed a Puzzle. 

In the state department, where a 
fair knowledge of history is the one 
requisite above others, information 
concerning the earlier history of Ger- 
jnany was desired. The employee upon 
wvhom this task of finding this devolved 
is a young woman who passed the civil 
service examination with an Al grade. 
She went to the bookshelves and looked 
in that section where the historical 
data of this country are kept. 

“That's funny,” she murmured after 
rummaging through the volume. “Here 
is Germany, but these books don’t go 
back far enough.” 

After anotherdesultory search through 
the volumes she came and stood beside 
an elder woman whose early education, 
though by no means as comprehensive 
as that of today, consisted in learning 
what she did learn well.

‘The scores of families of 
stevedores occupying the dwellings in 
the district were early warned to pre- 
pare to remove their valuables. 

The middies and marines at the navy 
yard were routed out by the guard, 
and, stationed at the yard hydrants, 
stood by to preserve the government's 
property. The smoke in the navy yard 
was suffocating, down by the big gate, 
and there was little sleeping. 

The destroyed piers all contained 
great storehouses containing vast 
quantities of valuable stores, which 
were a total loss. Estimates of the loss 
place the aggregate at not less than 
$2,000,000, and possibly a much larger 
sum. 

The fire strikes a bad blow at Bos- 
ton’s commerce, as at present the bulk 
of the exports and imports passed 
over the Hoosac docks. 

Four big steamers, the Michigar, 
Dantonhall, Philadelphian and Alex- 
andria, were damaged, the first three 
practically gutted. There were thril!- 
ing rescues of several hundred men, 
crews of the burned steamers.

Clifton said that he was 
not able to give the exact time when 
he heard the shot fired, as his watch 
was not where he could readily ex- 
amine it, but that he judged it must 
have been in the vicinity of 2 o’clock. 

With the exception of Clifton’s story. 
nothing definite concerning the affair 
has been learned.

Government’s Mouthpiece | 
London, Ss 21.—In moving as an 
amendment {o the address in reply to} 
the speech from the throne the declara- 
tion that “the present system of gov- 
ernment (of Ireland) is opposed to the 
Will of the Irish people,” John E. Red- 
mond led the Irish party in the house 
of commous in an attack that con- 
tuined for the conservative ministry 
more of menace than lay in the fiscal 
debate precipitated by Mr.

The de- 
bate drew crowded galleries, and peers 
especially were noticeable. 

Mr. kedmond’s speech was an un-} 
compromising demand for home rule.

In doing so he paid tribute 
to MacDonnell, who, he said, was asked 
to accept the post of under secretary, 
not in the capacity of an underling, but 
as a wise and able colleague. Mr. 
Wyndham said he had given MacDon- 
nell a free hand to deal with the situa-

Mr. Wyndham said he was absent for 
a holiday when the devolution scheme 
was published, and that when he re- 
turned, without consulting MacDon- 
nell, he wrote to the papers denounc- 
ing the elective council feature. Mr. 
Wyndham said the cabinet never had 
doubted MacDonnell’s loyalty, but 
simply had recorded itseif as not ap- 
proving the action of an under secre- 
tary wLo had approved of a scheme 
without submitting it to his chief. Mr. 
Wyndham admitted that MacDonnell 
perhaps was justified in taking his ap- 
proval for granted. 

The night session was taken up by 
T. W. Russell, Winston Churchill, aud 
others, who bitterly assailed the gov- 
ernment’s management of Irish affairs 
and the Earl of Dudley's administra- 
tion. 

A special cabinet meeting has been 
summoned for today to discuss the sit- 
uation. 

Until after today’s meeting of the 
eabinet probably nothing will be known 
definitely as to the outcome of the 
MacDonnell affair. Despite official de- | 
nial there is a strong impression that 
the crisis will not end without some 
modification of the cabinet. Secretary 
Wyndham’s speech is admitted by his 
own newspaper supporters to have 
rather a weak performance §& 
throughout he appeared very wucom- 
especially when Winston 
Churchill put to him the awkward ynes- 
tion why, if MacDonnell were reproved, 
the viceroy escaped reproof. 

Lord Hugh Cecil to some eatent suved 
the situation by following Wyndham 
with a witty speech frarki; support- | 
ing the government, deciaring heme 
rule to be as dead as the Dodo, and, 
while advising Irish Unionists to be 
patient, treating the whole matter as 
one of little consequence.

BAKER’S ORITICISM 


Thinks American Sympathy For | 
Sergius’. Friends Not Justified 

Washington, Feb. 21—The house, 
after a seven-hour session, passed the | 
naval appropriation bill, carrying a/| 
total of $99,914,359. The provision for 
two battleships, as reported by the com- 
mittee on naval affairs, was retained. 
Both the majority and minority were 
badly divided over the proposition. 

Several times during the debate the 
assassination of Grand Duke Sergius 
was referred to, the subject being 
brought up by Mr. Baker (N. Y.), who 
condemned the action of President 
Roosevelt in sending a message of cou- 
dolence to Russia expressing the senti- 
ment that the government and Amer- 
icans viewed the act with abhorrence. 
The people, he declared, did view 
with abhorrence the massacre in St. Pe- 
tersburg on Jan. 22, but the president, 
he said, had not seen fit to send a mes- 
gaze of condolence on that occasion. 

He was replied to by Mr. Grosvenor 
(O.), who took the ground that, regard- 
Jess of the character of the duke or 
the question of the right or wrong of 
Russia’s policy towards her subjects, 
the president, in sending the message, 
had done exactly what. civilization 
recognized as his duty. 

The climax came later in the day 
when Baker read a resolution on the 
subject which he subsequently intro- 
duced and which, in effect, was a 
reiteration of his remarks previously 
made. He exclaimed that his object in 


| so doing was because it had been sug-

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On this anniversary of the birth of 
Washington, I will mention another and 


more lamented occurrence. Whilst the 
bells of our city are now ringing in 
memory of the ‘‘Father of his Coun- 
try,’’ wy eye rests on a sketch ‘‘Mount 
Vernon, by Lossing, 1859," describing 
the incidents of the last illness of 
Washington. From the full text I take 
the following excerpts : 

‘*On December 12, 1799, at one o’clock 
P. M., snow began to fall, at Mount 
Vernon, which soon changed to hail 
and then to rain. Washington set out 
for a ride on horseback, as usual. He 
came back and sat down for a late din- 
ner without changing his damp clothes.

After dinner 
his hoarseness grew worse, yet he re- 
garded itas vothing serious. When 
Washington retired that night Mr. Lear, 
Washington's secretary, suggested that 
he take something for his cold as his 
hoarseness appeared to increase. ‘‘No’ 
he answered, ‘‘you know I never take 
anything for acold. Let itgoas it 
came.’ 

Between two and three o'clock the; 
next morning (Saturday, December 14) | 
he awoke with hoarseness and breathed 
with great difficulty and told Mrs. 
Washington he was very ill and had! 
an ague. 

Thereupon Washington sent for Mr. 
Rawlins (one of his overseers) to come 
and bleed him, while a servant was 
despatched to Alexandria for Dr. Craik, | 
the family physician. Overseer Rawlins! 
made an incision in the arm; about one} 
half pint was taken and external appli- 
cations made, bunt nothing seemed to 
relieve him. At about 9 o’clock A, 
M., December 14, Dr. Craik arrived.

The 
ood flowed very sluggishly. Dr. 
Brown arrived soon afterward and after 
the three physicians had held a brief 
copsultation, Dr. Craik administered 
calomel and tartar emetic, which the 
General managed to swallow. 
Washington at about half past four 
‘clock P. M., Dec. 14, said to his 
Lear, and to those at 
his bedside, ‘‘I find that I am going, 
I believed from the first that the dis- 
order would prove fatal.’’ 

Doctors Craik, Dick and Brown were 
t the general’s bedside between 5 and 
B o'clock, and about 8 o’clock the 
physicians tried other outward applica- 
ions to relieve the sufferer, but in 
vain, and they left the room withont 
nope at 10 o’clock P. M. On December 
‘14 Washington murmured to Mr. Lear 
‘“‘T am just going. Have me decently 
buried and do not let my body be put 
in the vault io less than three days after 
I am dead.”’ 

Washington, just before he expired, 
on December 14, 1799, at the age of 
sixty-seven years and ten months, 
dying of an illness of two days, spoke 
these words to his secretary, Mr. Lear, 
asking him : 

“Do you understand?"’ 

Lear replied, ‘‘Yes.’’ 

Washington replied, ‘* *Tis weil.” 
These being the last words he ever 
spoke. 

The «medical treatment of President 
Washington as portrayed above, would 
seem to suggest that phlebotomy and 
the mercurial blue pill as practiced and 
administered in that day, were the 
sheet anchor of the profession, —ever 
efficacious In filling the graveyards.

torney Jerome, speaking of the proposi- 
tion to open the saloons part of Sun- 
day, before the People’s Institute club 
last night, said: 

“There are some honest men on the 
police force. But if the people knew 
the truth about the bulk of the higher 
police officials they would take the 
law in their own hands like the people 
of Montana and California with their 
vigilance committees and annihilate 
them. When you remember that the 
collection of $5 tribute only for eacn 
saloon in a precinct would, in some of 
the larger precincts, amount to $12,000 
a year, you will have some idea of the 
possibilities. 

“More than this. Even today there 
is not a street on which cars run that 
pickpockets are not operating under a 
distinct contract with central office de 
tectives. There is a thief now await- 
ing sentence in the Tombs and, even if 
he is a thief, I believe him, for I have 
corroborated mueh that he told me, and 
he says that the police demanded 50 
percent as their part of the proceeds.” 

Mr. Jerome declared that the corrup- 
tion of the police force was largely due 
to the existence of a liquor law that 
was unenforceable, in the sense that 
the sentiment of the community was 
against its strict enforcement, not that 
the ofticials were powerless to enforce 


it, if they wanted to do so. _ Its en- 
forcement, he declared, meant po- 
itical suicide for the party that at- 
tempted it. 

“Even Roosevelt,” said Jerome, 


“with all the discretion and force that 
he exercised when police commis 
sioner, was able to bring to justice only 
one-fiftieth of 1 percent of the viola- 
tors of the law. The only practical re- 
sult of the crusade was to put up the 
charge of blackmail from $5 to $10 and 
$20 in some instances. And what was 
the moral effect of trying to enforce 
the law? The turning out of a good ad- 
ministration and nothing more.” 


B izzard Rearp2ars In Newfoundlanag 

St. Johns, Feb. 24.—Another blizzard 
is raging here. The thermometer 
dropped to 35 degrees below zero and 
the whole country is swept with snow 
drifts. The eastern coast is blockaded 
with ice floes, rendering ingress or 
egress froin St. Johns impossible. The 
Steamer Ingraham, sent to Trinity bay 
to take passengers and mails from an 
express train snowbound more than 
a fortnight ago, has been caught in the 
ice and probably will be unable to es- 
cape for some weeks. 


Disease Germs In Money 

Washington, Feb. 24.—Paper money 
will carry disease germs for one 
month; metal money will carry such 
germs only 24 hours, according to the 
conclusion of President Darlington of 
the New York city board of health, who 
has been officially experimenting with 
bacteria on money. The germs of only 
two diseases have been experimented 
with—consumption and  diphtheria-- 
and both of these may be communi- 
cated from one person to another or 
money.

Ry the aid of special machines in 
these watch factories one man can 
make 1,200 fine screws per day, some 
of which are so small that more than 
100,000 are required to weigh a pound.

Whitman is about sixteen miles away, 
and it was the longest run the Quincy 
apparatus was ever called upon to 
make. 

This was not thought of however, 
and at 2.40 this morning the steamer 
drawn by five powerful horses starred 
on its errand of mercy. James Connell 
was io the driver’s seat, and handled 
the reins, while Charles Reddy was the 
engineer on tho rear of the apparatus. 

Whitman, sixteen miles away, was 
the goal. It was a record breaking 
rua, Here is the summary:

The explosion was of terrific force 
and shattered glass windows a mile 
distaut. Immediately after the shock 
great numbers of miners who were off 
duty, it being Sunday, rushed to the 


shaft to find great clouds of smoke 
and dust gushing from its mouth. 


‘Mothers, children and other relatives 
soon were weeping and pleading for 
the rescue of those dear to them en- 
tombed in the mine. 

The officials of the mines, including 
General Manager Reis, were soon ou 
the ground and the work of rescue is 
now being directed by Reis. The dead 
miners thus far recovered are all Itai- 
jans aud Hungarians. 

The company usually work in this 
shaft about 75 miners, but it being 
Sunday, the men were not all in and 
the small loss of life can be attributed 
only to this fact. 


The United States Coal and Coke 
company, with principal offices in 
Pittsburg, is a part of the United 


States Steel corporation. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
as yet been determined, and since it is 
hardly probable any of those in the 
mine will be recovered alive the cause 
of the explosion may never be known.

Bituation In the Caucasus Prac- 


tically Amounts to Civil War-- | 


Depletion of District Troops

St. Petersburg, Feb. 27.—Evidence is 
{ncreasing that the strikes throughout 
the empire, and especially those in St. 
Petersburg, are not economic in their 
origin, but inspired by a definite po- 
litical plan. ‘The government and em- 
ployers are embarrassed by the tactics 
ef the workmen, whose discontent is 
being fed, and who are increasing de- 
mands with each new concession. 

This condition is believed to have 
been fomented by crafty political agi- 
tators, who are stirring up the men and 


at the same time holding them in leash. |

| Underpald Police May Strike 
Warsaw, Feb. 27.—Every policeman 
on duty here is accompanied by a sol- 
dier. The authorities, fearing a strike 
by the police, adopted this precaution 
so that in the event of an officer leav- 
ing his post it will not be unprotected. 
The police demand $12.50 a month, the 
same scale that is paid in St. Peters- 
burg. The present pay here is $6 a 
month, 


JAPS HAVE ADVANTAGE 


Countered Hard on Kuropat- 
kin’s Flanking Operations 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 27.—An action 
of no mean proportions is in progress 
on the Russian left flank. The ad- 
vantage thus far is on the side of the 
Japanese, though at heavy cost. From 
advices from the front it is difficult to 
say how severe the losses have been 
or how decisive the reverse, and 
whether the Japanese are likely to at- 
tempt to drive in the Russian left 

much further. 
General Kuropatkin evidently has 
‘been trying to establish his left flank 
far in advance, to command the cross- 
ings of the Taitse river, the operation 
being a counterpart of General Gripen- 
berg’s movement on the right flank to 
secure the fords of the Hun river pre- 
paratory to the breaking up of-the ice 
in the spring.

DRAKE TELLS HIS STORY 


Supplies Purchased For Com-|! 


mission In Violation of Roose- 
vel’s Instructions--An “Extra- 
ordinary Amount of Lumber” 


Washington, Feb. 28—How closely 
the isthmiam canal commission fol- 


lowed the president’s instructions, in | 


placing that body under the super- 


vision of the secretary of war, ordering | 


that purchase should be made and con- 
tracts executed after “due advertis- 
ing,” was made the subject of inquiry 


by the sub-committee of the house in- | 


vestigating the Pamama Railway coin- 
pany. 

E. A. Drake, second vice president 
of the railway company, was before 
the committee yesterday. He testified 
that for six months his company had 
purchased supplies for the canal com- 
mission without advertising for bids 
and in violation of the president's in- 
structions. Drake said that before be- 

ing the purchase he had consulted 
m N. Cromwell, who had told 
bim that Mr. Roosevelt's orders “did 
mot apply in this case.” While the 
railway company was buying supplies 
for the commission a selected list of 
bidders was Invited to submit pro- 
posals, Here is Drake's story in out- 
line. 

The railway company began pur- 
chasing supplies for the commission in 
May, 1904, on Admiral Walker's or- 
ders, and continued for six months, 
when for various reasous the commis- 
sion concluded to do its own buying. 
In all the railway company bought 
about $215,000 worth of stuff. Of this 
$18,000 worth was charged to the rail- 
way company and it was later 
bursed by the commission. 

About $80,000 worth of lumber was 
included in the purchases. Menibers 
of the commission did not direct the 
railway company to purchase from 
particular dealers, but Messrs. Grun- 
sky, Harrod and Hecker suggested 
the names of several! firms to be placad 
op the selected list of bidders. Grun- 
sky was particularly interested in 
having lumber purchased on the Pa- 
cifie coast. The railway company 
bought all of its lumber in the South 
Atlantic states because that s-ction 
would withstand the Panaina climate 
and ravages of tropical insects. Since 
the commission had begun making its 
own purchases large quantities of ium- 
ber hed been contracted for on the Pa- 
cific slope, particularly from one 


Puget sound concern in which D. O } 


Milis of New York was president or 
director. 

Representative Townsend asker sev- 
eral questions to develop Grunsky’s 
connections with Mills and the lum- 
ber purchases, especially if any orders 
had been placed with D. O. Mills & 
Co. in New York. Drake thought “an 
extraordinary amount of lumber” had 
been ordered for use on the isthmus 
and he could not understand the great 
haste of the com! in rushing it 
forward. Shipments are still being 
made, and much of the lumber shipped 
is lying on the isthmus unused. Fora 
long time after it arrived lumber was 
congested at the railway company’s 
terminals at the isthmus, but has been 
distributed lately. Wharfage charges 
on the lumber were made on the samme 
basis that the railway company had 
with the old French company. Drake 
did not know how much the delay at 
the terminals had cost the commission, 

Mr. Drake did not think that all of 
the purchases made by his company 
for the canal commission came under 
the head of “urgent or emergency or- 
ders.” He seid that all the tine they 
were acting as purchasing agents he 
was importuned by dealers to put their 
names on the selected list of bidders. 
He complied with some of the re- 
quests, but in all purchases he followed 
the rules of the railway company in buy- 
ing its own supplies.

Representative Townsend asked if | 


800 Mott lavatories, purchneed by the 
railway company under Admiral Wai- 
ker’s orders, had not been rejected by 
the city of New York as unsanitary. 
Drake did not know. He told of a lot 
of medical supplies which had been 
bought by an agent of the commission 
and rushed forward hastily, improperly 
Packed and dumped on the wharves on 
the isthmus. Later similar supplies 
were purchaserl by the railway com- 
pany for the commission, directly from 
the manufacturers at a lower price. 
Nothing was shipped from New York 
for the canal except in the Panama 
Railway company’s boats, at a special 
rate of $5 a ton as against the open 
Tate of $8. Drake thought that the 
Panama mrs lway company should abso- 
lutely control the rate of all ship- 
ments to the isthmus It was ina po- 
sition of obsolute dominance and

trallty. 


Tied Up Till After War 

Manila, Feb. 28.--The British steam- 
er Carlisle, chartered by the Russian 
government, lost her propeller when 
800 miles out from Vladivostok, drifted 
before contrary winds and currents to 
the Philippines amd anchored in San 
Miguel bay, whence it was towed into 
this port. The vessel was 85 days out 
from Vladivostok with supplies for 
Port Arthur. A Russian super-cargo 
is now in charge of the Carlisle, whose 
cargo consists of munitions of war. 
Custom officers have sealed down the 
hatches, and the Carlisle will probably 
be detained until the conclusion of the 
war. 


Russian Counsel Pleased 

Paris, Feb. 28.—The admirals who 
composed the North sea comunission 
paid tinal calls last evening on Presi 
dent Loubet and Foreign Minister 
Delcasse. Counsel for Russia bas given 
out a long statement to the effect that 
Russians are pleased ut the fact that 
the commission recognized Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s military valor and re- 
fused specifically to pronounce him 
subject to blame. 


Parole Breakers Coming Back 

Washington, Feb. 28—The  abn- 
nouncement that the Rrssian govern-
